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FOREWORD. 


It  might  he  well,  at  the  start,  to  explain  the  reason  for  the  interest  of 
this  compiler  in  the  Pouder  and  Everly  families.  It  is  because  they  are  one 
branch  of  the  German  Bohne -Bohn -Boon-Bo one  family  tree,  from  which  this  com¬ 
piler  descends.  Having  a  common  ancestor  is  a  tie,  and  a  genealogist  is  not 
only  interested  in  the  main  body  of  the  tree,  but  in  its  different  branches. 
There  is  a  fascination  in  piecing  together  the  various  items  into  a  whole  pic¬ 
ture.  It  has  required  much  work  over  a  period  of  years,  along  with  much  pleas¬ 
ure,  in  developing  the  Pouder  and  Everly  lines.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to 
secure  accuracy,  and  your  indulgence  is  asked  for  any  errors  that  may  appear. 

One  branch  of  the  family  spells  the  name  Powder — that  of  Jacob  Sr.  of 
Westminster,  Carroll  County,  Maryland,  but  all  the  other  lines  use  Pouder. 
Everly  was  originally  Eberly,  Eperle,  etc. 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  the  many  who  have  kindly  co-operated  in  giving 
information.  Especial  mention  should  be  made  of  Miss  Thelma  M.  Murphy  of  In¬ 
dianapolis,  Indiana,  whose  untiring  efforts  have  made  possible  much  of  the  in¬ 
formation  regarding  the  John  Pouder  branch  of  Ohio;  also  John  Pouder  of  Cin¬ 
cinnati,  Ohio,  George  W.  Pouder  Jr.  of  Mount  Vernon,  New  York,  W.  R.  Pouder  of 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  J.  A.  Pouder  of  Johnson  City,  Tennessee,  Preston  M.  Rine¬ 
hart  of  Union  Bridge,  Maryland,  H.  L.  Leister  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  and  Mrs.

MARGARET  BOONE,  daughter  of  Johann  Diel  and  Mary  Bohne-Bohn  (pronounced 
Boon),  was  the  first  named  daughter  in  her  father’s  will  by  which  she  was  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  share  of  his  personal  property.  She  was  bom  in  1743  in  America,  died 
March  3,  in 14,  aged  71,  buried  in  Kreider  Cemetery  near  Westminster,  Carroll  Co., 
Maryland;  married,  about  1760,  Leonard  Powder-Pouder  Sr.,  bom  1730  on  the  At¬ 
lantic  Ocean,  died  December  1776,  buried  on  their  farm  "Spinning  Wheel"  near  West¬ 
minster  (8  children);  married  2d,  about  1780,  John  Eberle-Everly  wh o  died  in  1802 
(2  children).  She  had  10  children. 

A  recent  picture  of  Margaret’s  tombstone  shows  the  inscription  to  be,  "In 
Memory  of  Margaret  Everly  who  was  bom  in  the  year  1743  and  departed  this  life 
the  third  day  of  March  1314  aged  71  years."  The  stone  is  about  4  feet  high  and 
1-J-  feet  wide.  Scharf’s  "History  of  Western  Maryland,"  page  924,  has  a  list  of 
some  of  the  early  graves  in  Kreider  Cemetery,  and  Margaret’s  i3  with  those  of 
her  sister  and  husband,  Catherine  and  Cornelius  Sullivan,  and  their  son  David. 

She  lies  with  her  Everly  grandchildren,  and  her  son,  David  Everly,  is  in  another 
row.  The  grave  of  John  Everly,  her  second  husband,  cannot  now  be  identified. 

The  lone  grave  of  Leonard  Pouder  Sr.  is  on  their  home  place,  the  "Spinning 
Wheel"  farm,  about  2  miles  from  Westminster  on  the  state  road  toward  Union  Bridge. 
The  land  is  now  owned  by  William.  H.  Robertson.  Leonard  died  in  December,  and  the 
story  is  that  a  very  severe  snow  storm  and  bad  roads  made  it  impossible  to  get  to 
the  cemetery.  One  of  the  organizers  of  Kreider* s  Union  Lutheran  and  German  Re¬ 
formed  Church  in  1763,  it  was  unfortunate  that  he  could  not  lie  in  the  cemetery 
in  connection.  Descriptions  by  descendants,  and  a  picture  of  his  limestone  mark¬ 
er,  show  it  to  be  about  1^-  feet  high,  1  foot  wide,  'with  just  the  date  "1776" 
carved  on  it.,  the  sevens  made  baclavards.lt  is  in  the  yard  of  Sterling  J. Robertson. 

A  fallacy  has  long  existed  that  Margaret  had  only  one  husband,  Leonard  Pou¬ 
der,  whereas  court  house  records  and  other  proofs  show  that  she  was  married  a 
second  time  to  John  Everly.  This  erroneous  conclusion  was  probably  reached  be¬ 
cause  Leonard  Pouder  died  in  1776  and  his  will  was  not  filed  until  1797,  which 
was  about  the  time  his  youngest  child,  Abraham,  became  of  legal  age. 

Johann  Diel  Bohne,  father  of  Margaret,  was  bom  in  Germany  in  1711,  died  in 
Maryland  in  1764,  aged  53;  made  his  will  in  1761  as  he  was  about  to  embark  on  a 
voyage  to  Gemany.  Dr.  John  Calvin  Wright,  Director  of  the  Eederal  Bureau  of  Vo¬ 
cational  Education,  Washington,  D.G.  (a  descendant  of  the  son  John)  learned  these 
facts — the  seat  of  the  Bohne  family  in  the  Palatinate  Province  of  Pfalz,  near  the 
village  of  Obermoschel,  southwest  of  the  town  of  Mainz;  Johann's  Oath  of  Allegi¬ 
ance  at  Philadelphia,  September  23,  1741,  following  his  arrival  on  the  ship 
"Marlborough"  at  whicli  time  he  stated  he  wa3  30  years  of  age;  his  will  at  Ered- 
erick,  Maryland;  and  the  exact  location  of  his  land  near  the  village  of  Erizell- 
burg,  a  few  miles  from  Westminster.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  Johann  owned  the 
tracts,  "No  Whiskey,"  "Shear  Spring,"  and’’Boons  Content,"  the  owner  now  being 
i?*.  H.  Haines.  Eighty  perches  (-J-  an  acre)  had  been  reserved  in  the  early  deeds  for 
a  family  burial  plot,  but  it  is  now  obliterated.  A  photostat  of  Johann’s  signa¬ 
ture  to  his  Oath  of  Allegiance  3hows  it  to  have  been  Bohne,  and  a  photostat  of 
his  signature  to  his  original  will  shows  it  to  have  been  Bohn — the  writing  iden¬ 
tical.  Bohne  and  Bolin  are  pronounced  Boon.  Some  descendants  still  spell  it  Bohn 
and  pronounce  it  Boon,  but  many  others  use  the  English  spelling,  Boone.  In  oarly

deeds  Johann's  sons  used  both  Bohn  and  Boon.  On  the  Baptismal  Certificate  of 
Margaret's  son,  David  Everly,  which  is  still  in  existence  and  given  herewith, 
Margaret  is  referred  to  as  "one  bom  Bohne." 

Another  long  standing  fallacy,  with  no  apparent  proof,  needs  correction.  It 
is  that  vie  belong  to  the  English  Boone  family,  of  which  Captain  Daniel  Boone  of 
Kentucky  fame,  was  one,  and  are  descended  from  a  Michael  Boone  of  the  Mt.  Pleas¬ 
ant  district  of  .Frederick  Co.,  Maryland.  This  Michael  Boone  was  a  son  of  Nicho¬ 
las,  and  a  grandson  of  Johann  Diel  Bohne.  Deeds  filed  between  1806  and  1810  shovi 
that  Michael  bought  this  lend  from  the  heirs  of  his  father- in-law,  Philip  Burrier, 
Michael's  wife  having  been  Mary  Magdalene  Burrier.  (See  Libers  G.M.E.  #3,  folio 
13;  H.S.  U 3,  folio  2;  and  Liber  3,  folio  364 — Sept.  12,  1846).  Mrs.  Hazel  R. 
Spraker,  author  of  "The  Boone  Family,"  wrote  to  this  compiler  in  1945  that  there 
v;as  no  Michael  Boone  in  the  English  family,  and  regrets  the  error  made  in  her  book. 

Johann  Diel  Bohne  doubtless  brought  with  him  from  Germany,  his  second  wife, 
Mary,  who  died  about  1777,  two  or  three  sons  of  theirs,  together  with  his  son 
Nicholas  (ancestor  of  this  compiler)  by  his  first  wife.  His  9  children  we re — 

1.  Nicholas,  naturalized  at  Annapolis  as  "Nicholas  Boon"  Sept.  11,  1765; 

married  Anna  Maria  and  Barbara;  stayed  in  Maryland. 

2.  Jacob  married  Catrina,  died  at  Boon's  Mill,  Franklin  Co.,  Virginia. 

3.  Abraham  married  2d,  in  Rockingham  Co.,  Va.,  Ann  Mary,  widow  of  Ulrich 

Saylor. 

4.  Margaret,  1743-1814,  married  Leonard  Powder  &  John  Everly;  died  in  Md. 

5.  Mary  married  Jacob  Hoss,  died  in  Washington  Co.,  Tennessee. 

6.  John  married  Elizabeth,  died  in  Floyd  Co.,  Virginia. 

7.  Catherine,  1753-1824,  married  Cornelius  Sullivan,  died  in  Maryland.

8.  Elizabeth  married  Peter  Mue lie r-Mi Her,  died  in  Washington  Co.,  Tenn.

(The  order  of  birth  of  the  above  is  uncertain.  For  more  Bohne-Boone 
data  see  "The  German  Bolme-Bohn-Boon-Boone  Family  of  Maryland,"  pub¬ 
lished  by  this  compiler  in  1945) 

Found  in  an  old  medical  book,  published  at  Frankfort  am  Main  in  1603,  by  A. 

Leslye  Buchen  of  Hanover,  Pa.,  gt.  gt.  gdson  of  Margaret,  and  gt.  gdson  of  her 

daughter,  Margaret  (Everly)  Zurbuchen  (later  Buchen),  was  the  German  "Taufschein" 
or  Baptismal  Certificate  of  Margaret's  son,  Dewald  Eberle,  translated  thus  in 
1943— 

"To  these  two  married  people  numely  Johannes  (John)  Eberle,  and  his  wedded 
wife  Margretha  (one  bom  Bohne)  is  bom  a  son  named  Dewald  (David)  Eberle  (Ever¬ 
ly)  and  he  is  to  the  world  bom,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  Jesus  1781,  the  26th 

day  of  September  at  5  o'clock  in  the  evening  in  the  sign  of  the  Ram,  and  because 

all  people  are  conceived  and  bom  in  sin  according  to  the  teaching  of  Christ,  all 
cnildren  shall  be  brought  to  Jesus  like  the  Evangelist  Mark  described  in  the  10th 
chapter,  verse  15,  etc.,  as  it  is  written,  'Verily  I  say  unto  you,  whoever  shall 
not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  os  a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein,* 
through  this  Holy  Christening  is  received  into  the  Covenant  of  Grace  of  God  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Nicodemus  this  26th  day  of  December,  1781  and  named  as  shown  above. 

Dewald  Eberle  is  bom  and  christened  in  America,  State  of  Maryland,  County 
of  Frederick  in  Peif erickhundert ."  (Peifericlc  Hundred)  The  parents  are  mention¬ 
ed  as  being  the  witnesses  to  the  Christening. 

This  Certificate  proves,  without  question,  the  maiden  name  of  Margaret  Pou- 
der-Everly.  Eberle  became  Everly,  and  Dewald  took  the  name  of  David,  so  on  his 
tombstone  in  Ivreider  Cemetery,  with  his  date  of  birth  as  above. 
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In  an  old  letter  written  by  Michael  Sullivan  at  Westminster,  Jan.  16,  1830, 
to  his  cousin,  Henry  Hoss  in  Tennessee,  in  regard  to  the  dissension  over  the  es¬ 
tate  of  their  uncle,  Ahraham  Bohn-Boon,  in  Virginia,  he  stated  that  the  Pouders, 
Hosses  and  Millers  were  not  mentioned  in  the  will.  He  also  said  the  Pouders  were 
ell  well  at  present;  that  "our"  cousin,  George  Pouder  of  Baltimore  and  Jacob  Pou- 
der  Jr.  of  Westminster,  were  in  favor  of  the  re-election  of  John  Q.  Adams.  These 
were  both  second  cousins,  George,  1792-1830,  a  son  of  William  Leonard  Pouder  of 
Baltimore,  and  Jacob  Jr.,  later  Judge,  1794-1870,  a  son  of  Jacob  Pouder  Sr.  of 
Westminster. 

The  understanding  among  the  descendants  is  that  the  Powders -Pouders  were  of 
French  origin  (French  Huguenots)  and  that  they  spread  to  other  countries,  one 
branch  going  to  England  or  Ireland,  another  to  Belgium  and  another  to  Germany. 
Those  that  came  to  Frederick,  now  Carroll, Co.,  Maryland  were  of  the  German  line. 
They  brought  along  an  old  German  pitcher. 

.  A  picture  of  it  shows  a  sailing  vessel  on  one  side 
and  a  Masonic  emblem  below  the  spout.  They  also  brought  an  old  German  Bible  said 
to  have  been  printed  in  1598.  This  is  in  the  possession  of  Carl  G.  Collier  of 
Chicago,  a  descendant  of  Leonard  and  Margaret's  son  John,  of  Ohio,  who  has  written 
that  there  is  no  record  of  any  births  or  deaths  in  it.  Leonard  Powder  Sr.  signed 
his  name  to  his  will  in  1776  in  German.  His  son  John,  of  Ohio,  wrote  a  letter  to 
his  relatives  in  Maryland  in  1817  in  German.  This  was  loaned  to  Bits .  Mary  (Pow¬ 
der)  Seymour,  1847-1922,  a  daughter  of  John  Diehl  Powder,  a  granddaughter  of 
Judge  Jacob  Powder,  and  a  great  granddaughter  of  Jacob  Powder  Sr.  (son  of  Leonard 
and  Margaret),  who  did  considerable  work  on  the  family  and  has  left  many  useful 
records.  This  Judge  Jacob  Powder  of  Westminster,  as  late  as  1842,  resorted  to 
the  German  language  in  debating  a  bill  before  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland, 
of  which  he  was  a  member  from  Carroll  County.  This  incident  was  published  in  the 
"Westminster  Advocate"  that  year.  The  early  members  of  the  Pouder  family  in  Mary¬ 
land  spoke  German,  belonged  to  German  churches,  and  married  Germans. 

The  evidence  that  one  Pouder  branch  went  early  to  England  or  Ireland  is  in 
"Genealogical  Gleanings  in  England  and  Ireland"  by  Henry  F.  Waters  (1901),  Vol. 

1,  pp.  506-7.  It  says  that  one  Rose  Hobson,  who  married  1st  Samuel  Pennoyer  and 
2d,  Samuel  Disbrowe ,  and  whose  will  was  proved  in  1699,  left  the  third  years  rent 
of  her  estate  in  Ireland  to  her  nieces,  one  of  whom  was  named  Pouter.  In  the 
same  book,  page  1199,  "Samuel  Hall,  1680,  bought  of  John  Pouder,  Gent  Cons  Court, 
Norwich."  The  last  four  words — Gentlemen  Consistory  Court,  Norwich,  England. 

There  is  a  tradition  in  the  Pouder  family  that  the  wife  of  John  Bunyan,  the 
author  of  "Pilgrim’s  Progress,"  was  named  Pouder,  and  that  one  John  Pouder  pre¬ 
sented  a  silver  cup  to  Bunyan.  Mr.  W.  G.  Hannan,  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  has  investi¬ 
gated  this  tradition  pretty  thoroughly.  His  interest  lies  in  the  fact  that  his 
great  grandfather,  John  Harman,  married  Mary  Fetterling,  and  that  her  brother, 

John  Fetterling,  married  Elizabeth  Powder,  a  daughter  of  Jacob,  and  a  granddaugh¬ 
ter  of  Leonard  and  Margaret.  He  wrote  to  the  Curator  of  the  Bunyan  Museum,  at  Bed¬ 
ford,  England,  who  replied  that  he  could  throw  no  light  on  the  silver  cup,  and 
thought  it  strange  that  the  Pouder  family  had  never  been  mentioned  by  any  of  Ban¬ 
yan's  biographers;  also  asked  waht  authority  there  was  for  the  inscription  on  the 
cup.  The  Curator  stated  that  Nathaniel  Ponder  of  London  was  Bunyan' s  first  pub¬ 
lisher,  and  that  his  predecessor  as  Curator  of  the  Museum  in  1927  was  Richard 
Henry  Poynter,  who  were  in  no  way  related. 

The  various  books  regarding  Bunyan — John  Brown's,  "John  Bunyan;  His  Life, 
Times  and  Work,"  Dr.  Frank  Mott  Harrison's,  "Tercentenary  Edition  of  Brown'3  Life 
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v  rfcunyan,"  and  others — sho w  that  the  faintly  names  of  Bunyan’ s  first  and  second 
f'.tefl  ore  not  known;  that  his  first  wife’s  name  is  conjectured  to  have  been  Mary, 
tad  that  his  second  wife’s  given  name,  as  written  by  Bunyan  in  his  Deed  of  Gift, 

«y  Elizabeth, 

A  rather  recent  article  in  "The  Indianapolis  News”  clears  up  the  whole  mat- 
UT.  It  stated  that  Earl  H.  Bach,  5818  V/inthrop  Ave.,  Supt.  of  the  Prudential 
lx*,  Co.  of  Indianapolis,  wwns  both  a  Bible,  dated  1589,  and  a  265  year  old  tank- 

that  once  belonged  to  John  Bunyan,  who  wrote  "Pilgrim's  Progress.”  On  the 
front  of  the  tankard  is  engraved  in  capitals  interlaced,  "The  Pilgrim's  Progress." 

the  bottom  of  the  vessel  is  a  circle  of  script,  "The  Gift  of  Nathaniel  Ponder 
|0  Elizabeth,  wife  of  John  Bunyan  of  Bedford,  1671."  As  stated  before,  Nathaniel 
gander  was  Bunyan1 s  first  publisher  of  "Pilgrim’s  Progress." 

The  history  of  how  Mr.  Bach  came  into  possession  of  the  tankard  and  the  Bi- 
Me,  is  that  after  Bunyan  died,  the  tankard  was  given  to  Rev.  Andrew  Gifford  of 
the  Baptist  Church  in  Bedford,  England.  Later  it  was  pawned  in  London  and  then 
redeemed  by  Isaac  Maynard  of  London  and  willed  to  his  daughter  Charlotte.  She 
emigrated  to  the  U.S*  in  1833  and  married  Richard  Bach,  a  native  of  Radnorshire, 
Kales,  March  5,  1839,  in  Coshocton  Co.,  Ohio.  They  left  the  tankard  and  Bible  to 
their  son,  Ebenezer  Bach,  father  of  Earl  H.  Bach,  the  present  owner.  (This  clip¬ 
ping  was  sent  by  Mrs.  M.  V.  Stevenson,  5602  E.  10th  St.,  Indianapolis,  April  9, 
1940,  a  descendant  of  John  Pouder  of  Ohio). 

It  appears  that  there  were  Pouders  in  Maryland  earlier  than  those  of  the 
Carroll  County  family.  In  Maryland  Calendar  of  Wills,  1732-38,  Vol.  7,  page  135, 
compiled  by  Jane  Baldwin  (1925),  there  is  this  item — "Rachel  Pouder  served  as  a 
Teste  for  the  Will  of  Edward  Wright  Jr.,  Queen  Anne’s  Co.,  Md. — will  dated  3  Feb¬ 
ruary  1734,  probated  20  May  1735."  From  St.  Luke’s  Parish,  Q.ueen  Anne’s  Co., 

Mi.,  page  49,  are  these  marriages — 

Aug.  12,  1743,  Catherine  Pouder  to  John  Persons  or  Parsons. 

Sept.  25,  1744,  Eleanor  "  "  John  Coleman. 

From  court  house  records  at  Cincinnati,  it  seems  that  there  was  a  John  P ow¬ 
ner  family  in  Ohio  before  John  Pouder,  son  of  Leonard  and  Margaret,  went  there  in 
1817.  The  will  of  John  Powner  Sr.  (some  places  spelled  Powder)  dated  April  8, 

1819,  recorded  April  24,  1821  (Vol.  7,  page  362),  gives  his  residence  as  Green 
Twp.  ,  Hamilton  County,  though  some  of  his  property  was  in  Colerain  Twp.  He  named 
his  wife  Abigail,  son — John  Jr.,  daughters — Abigail,  Mary  and  Hannah.  There  is  a 
marriage  licenso  of  John  Pourier  and  Mary  Ann  Straughton  (widow)  Mar.  17,  1836. 

The  story  in  the  Pouder  family  (which  is  not  verified)  is  that  Leonard  Sr. 
was  a  son  of  Jacob  and  Mary  (Leonard)  Pouder,  that  they  left  Liege  (which  was  al¬ 
ternately  in  Belgium  and  Germany)  for  America  in  1730,  that  Leonard  was  bom  on 
the  way,  the  mother  died  and  was  buried  at  sea.  (This  date  would  make  Leonard  13 
years  older  than  his  wife,  Margaret,  who  was  born  in  1743).  All  efforts  to  learn 
the  name  of  the  ship  and  where  it  landed  have  failed.  The  State  Archivist  at  An¬ 
napolis  says  that  no  passenger  lists  of  early  Maryland  settlers  have  been  preser¬ 
ved.  It  appears  that  no  German  ships  crossed  the  Atlantic  in  the  18th  century, 
and  that  the  early  German  emigrants  had  to  embark  on  Dutch  or  English  vessels. 

Most  of  the  early  Germans  in  Maryland  appear  to  have  landed  in  Philadelphia.  There 
seems  to  be  no  Powder,  Pouder,  Puder,  Puter,  etc.  listed  in  either  Strassburger  & 
Hinke’s,  "Pennsylvania  German  Pioneers,"  or  in  Rupp’s  "Collection  of  Thirty  Thous¬ 
and  Names  of  Immigrants. "  The  nearest  is  Leonhardt  Pfudere,  aged  22,  arrived  at 
Philadelphia  on  the  Ship  "Joyce"  Nov.  30,  1730,  and  his  name  is  translated  as 
"Fodry." 
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Some  descendants  have  the  impression  that  Jacob  (or  John  Jacob)  Powder  set¬ 
tled  at  "Bushwood"  on  the  Potomac,  but  the  records  do  not  verify  this.  (See  a 
later  page).  He  could  have  been  a  tenant,  but  not  the  owner.  .Neither  the  State 
Archivist  at  Annapolis,  Md.  nor  the  State  Archivist  at  Harrisburg,  Penna.  can 
find  any  record  of  the  names  John  Jacob  Powder  or  Jacob  Leonard  Powder  under  the 
various  spellings  of  the  name.  Neither  does  the  Land  Office  at  Annapolis  find 
«ither  name  in  their  records,  and  states  that  no  original  patents  were  issued 
to  them. 

This  compiler  has  found  the  name  spelled  in  various  ways  in  the  Maryland  rec¬ 
ords — Powder,  Pouder,  Pooder,  Puder,  Puter,  Pewder,  Peuder,  Poetter — all  pronoun- 
cod  "Pooder."  The  descendants  of  Jacob  (eldest  son  of  Leonard  Sr.)  still  spell 
it  Powder,  while  those  of  his  other  sons  usePouder.  Many  of  the  descendants  call 
Leonard  Powder  Sr.  by  the  name  of  Jacob  Leonard  Pouder,  but  this  compiler  has 
found  no  proof  that  he  had  both  names.  In  the  church  and  court  house  records, 
and  his  own  signature  to  his  will,  it  is  just  "Leonard,"  hence  the  reason  for  us¬ 
ing  the  single  name  in  this  account. 

The  old  Kreider  Church  Records,  which  Mr.  Zahn  translated  from  the  German, 
are  at  the  Maryland  Historical  Society  in  Baltimore.  On  page  26  they  state  that 
Leonard  Puter  was  one  of  34  men  to  bind  themselves  to  pay  (each)  100  pounds  law¬ 
ful  money  if,  for  any  reason,  they  break  the  Agreement  after  Dedication  of  the 
Church,  April  4,  1763.  There  is  a  deed  record  at  Prederick  for  a  tract  of  land 
purchased  by  Leonard  Powder  from  Michael  Wells  in  1767,  called  "Spinning  Wheel," 

-  containing  150  acres.  In  the  Debt  Books  for  Prederick  County,  now  at  Annapolis, 
there  is  an  entry  showing  this  debt  in  1768 — Leonard  Powder  to  Michael  Wells, 
part  of  the  "Resurvey  on  Good  Fellowship"  150  acres;  also  "Nov;  Unwilling"  and 
"Spinning  Wheel." 

The  will  of  Leonard  Powder,  made  Dec.  3,  1776,  was  filed  at  Prederick,  Sept. 
11,  1797  (Liber  G.M.  #3,  folio  136),  a  little  over  20  years  after  his  death,  and 
about  the  time  his  youngest  son,  Abraham,  became  of  legal  age.  Questioned  at  to 
the  delay  in  filing,  the  reply  from  the  Hall  of  Records  at  Annapolis  was — "I  be¬ 
lieve  there  is  no  statute  of  limitations  for  probating  a  will.  1  have  been  told 
of  a  case  in  which  as  much  as  40  years  elapsed  between  the  signing  of  the  will 
and  its  probate.  Of  course,  in  such  extreme  cases,  the  heirs  must  show  good  cause 

for  the  delay."  The  reply  from  Oscar  C.  Sponseller,  Deputy  Register  of  Wills  at 

Prederick,  dated  July  7,  1938,  was — "It  is  no  unusual  occurrence  for  a  will  to  be 
filed  which  ha3  been  made  for  a  period  of  30  or  40  years  and  is  legal  in  the  State 
of  Maryland,  even  though  both  witnesses  are  deceased."  Mrs.  E.  B.  Wall  of  Los 
Angeles,  California,  a  genealogist  with  years  of  experience,  said  that  nearly  al¬ 
ways  a  delayed  filing  of  a  will  is  to  allow  the  youngest  child  to  become  of  legal 
age  before  it  is  done.  This  was  doubtless  the  reason  for  the  delay  in  this  case, 
as  Abraham,  the  youngest  child,  became  of  legal  age  about  that  time.  There  is 
also  the  possibility  that  the  will  was  not  found  for  years.  Leonard  stated  in 
his  will  that  he  was  "very  sick  and  weak  in  body,"  and  gave  instructions  regard¬ 
ing  the  education  of  their  children.  If  he  had  lived  20  years  longer,  the  child¬ 

ren  would  have  been  grown  and  he  would  have  made  a  new  will.  Margaret  was  left 
with  a  family  of  young  children  from  15  years  down  to  very  young  ones.  The  only 
authentic  list  of  tho  Powder  childron  is  the  one  given  by  Leonard  himself  in  his 
will,  and  they  are  not  in  the  order  of  birth  as  their  dates  show.  They  are — Ja¬ 
cob,  Mary,  Leonard,  Rachel,  Caty,  John,  Andrew,  Abraham. 

The  land  of  Leonard  Powder  Dr.  was  not  sold  in  1790  as  he  requested  in  his 
will.  Had  ho  been  living  in  1790,  he  could  have  sold  it  himself,  in  1798  and 
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later,  his  heirs  sold  it  to  John  Everly,  their  step-father.  October  3,  1798, 

John  Everly,  fanner  of  Frederick  County,  bought  of  Leonard  Powder  (full  name  Wil¬ 
liam  Leonard)  and  wife  Elizabeth  (Anna  Elizabeth  Cruze)  of  Baltimore  County,  and 
of  John  Powder  of  Erederick  county,  joiner  (carpenter),  their  2/8th  part  of  "Good 
Fellowship"  and  of  "Spinning  Wheel,"  for  206  pounds  current  money  (Liber  W.R.  #17, 
folio  334).  It  appears  that  Andrew,  son  of  Leonard  Sr.,  sold  his  l/8th  part  to 
the  heirs  of  John  Everly  in  1802  (which  John  may  have  bargained  for  before  his 
death  that  year),  the  grantees  being  Margaret  Booken  (Buchen)  and  David  Everly* 

In  another  deed  in  1802,  Jacob,  son  of  Leonard  Sr.,  was  the  grantor,  with  the  same 
grantees.  William  Leonard  Powder  of  Baltimore  seems  to  have  acquired  a  part  of 
the  land  again,  a3  an  old  letter  written  by  his  son  Leonard  in  1848  was  headed, 
"Near  Westminster,  on  the  old  home  place."  He  stated  that  his  father  (who  was  Wil¬ 
liam  Leonard  Pouder)  had  given  this  land  to  him  and  his  brother  George  in  1837, 
and  he  had  been  farming  it  since  1842,  but  they  had  sold  it  to  their  cousin,  Ab¬ 
raham  Shaffer,  and  would  give  possession  April  1,  1849.  (The  court  house  records 
on  this  have  been  checked  by  a  Schaeffer-Shaffer  descendant  and  found  to  be  cor¬ 
rect;  also  that  Shaffer  sold  it  a  year  later).  It  has  been  divided  into  small 
tracts. 


EBERLE-EVERLY . 

About  1780,  Margaret  (Bohne)  Powder,  widow  of  Leonard  Powder  Sr.,  married 
John  Everly,  who  viqlS  a  witness  to  her  husband's  will  in  1776. 

Very  little  is  known  about  the  early  Everly  family.  This  compiler  has  never 
succeeded  in  contacting  any  of  the  descendants  of  John  and  Margaret's  son  David, 
but  has  contacted  some  of  their  daughter  Margaret  (Everly)  Buchen,  earlier  Zur- 
buchen.  (All,  or  some,  of  her  descendants  dropped  the  "Zur"  from  their  name  and 
used  "Z"  as  a  middle  initial)  The  name  is  found  as  Epperly,  Eberly,  Eberle ,  Ep- 
erle,  EVerly,  and  the  similarity  indicates  tnat  they  all  belonged  to  the  same  fam¬ 
ily.  John’s  name  was  Eberle  on  the  Baptismal  Certificate  of  his  and  Margaret's 
son  Dewald  (David)  in  1781. 
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George  Christopher  Everly  came  on  the  ship,  "Two  Brothers,"  in  1752/3,  aged 
24.  (So  bom  in  1728/9). 

Adam,  Leonard  and  Michael  EVerly  were  on  the  muster  Poll  of  the  French  and 
Indian  war  in  1757.  (Md.  Hist.  Mag.  vol.  9,  pages  260  and  348).  An  Adam  Everly 
married  Mary  Jarrett,  a  daughter  of  John  Jarrett,  an  early  settler  of  Mackenzie 
Twp. ,  Lehigh  Co.,  Peruia.  who  died  in  1755,  leaving  13  chiJ.dren.  There  is  the 
will  of  a  Michael  Evearly  at  Erederick,  Md.  (Liber  G.M.  #2,  folio  417)  Jan.  9,  , 
1782. 

Jacob  Eberly  was  a  witness  to  the  w ill  of  Walter  Funderberg  Sr.  of  Freder¬ 
ick  County,  May  20,  1778.  The  will  of  Jacob  Epperly,  carpenter  of  Erederick 

County,  was  made  Nov.  20,  1810,  filed  May  7,  1811  (Liber  G.M.E.  //2,  folio  437), 

and  names  sons — John  (a  mar.  lie.  to  Elizabeth  Isominger,  May  27,  1785),  Jacob, 
Christian  (a  mar.  lie.  to  Elizabeth  Morgelu,  Nov.  3,  1789),  Christiana,  Elizabeth 
Sowers,  and  Catherine  iimdenburgh;  witnesses — David  Funderburg,  Matthais  Fogle, 
and  George  Fox.  Catherine-  Eperle  and  David  Vonderburg  (Funderburg ) ,  (son  of  Wal¬ 
ter  Sr.)  were  married  Eeb.  25,  1790  (Rocky  Hill  Luth.  Ch.  Rec.  of  Woodsboro,  Md.) 
She  was  bom  1770/1,  died  Apr.  15,  1864,  aged  93  yrs.  2  mos.  23  days,  buried  in 

the  old  Funderburg  burial  plot  on  the  Edward  D.  Furry  farm  near  Johnsville,  Md.; 

no  children.  (David's  nephew,  Jacob  Funderburg,  m.  Eve  Boon,  clau.  of  Nicholas 
Bohn-Boon  Sr.  and  v/ent  to  Greene  and  Clark  Cos.,  Ohio).  John  Epperly,  son,  and 
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steed  executor  by  Jacob  in  his  will  in  1810,  could  not  have  been  the  John  we  are 
considering,  as  the  latter  died  in  1802.  Jacob  Epperly  and  John  Everly  may  have 
been  brothers. 


At  the  First  Census  of  the  Heads  of  Families  of  the  TJ.S.  taken  in  the  year 
1790,  there  were  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  Comity  of  Frederick — 

Page  59.  Jacob  Epperly  (3-0-1) 

”  59.  Jacob  Epperly  Junr.  (1-1-3) 

’’  71.  George  Everly  (1-0-2) 

”  58.  John  Everly  (1-3-2) — which  means  that  each  household,  respec¬ 

tively,  included  a  certain  number  of  males  over  16  years  of  age,  a  certain  num¬ 
ber  of  males  under  16  years,  and  a  certain  number  of  females.  In  John  Everly’ s 
household,  there  were  doubtless,  himself,  wife,  Andrew  and  Abraham  Pouder,  David 
Everly,  and  Margaret  Everly the  census  probably  taken  before  Andrew  Pouder  had 
reached  his  17th  birthday. 

John  Everly  patented  92  acres  of  a  tract  called  ’’The  Bad  Wife”  in  1775. 

He  was  on  the  Committee  of  Observation  of  Frederick  County  during  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  (Md.  Hist.  Mag.,  Vcl.  11 — 1816),  which  entitles  his  descendants  to 
membership  in  the  D.A.R.  and  S.A.R.  In  the  Account  Book,  1766-1776,  at  Freder¬ 
ick,  page  188,  is  given  the  final  account  of  John  Everly  and  George  Eberhard, 
Executors  of  Daniel  Zacharias. 

John  Everly  died  intestate  in  1802  and  Henry  Peters  was  appointed  adminis¬ 
trator  of  his  estate.  Peters'  first  administration  account  was  made  Dec.  14, 

1802  (Liber  G.M. '#2,  folio  231)  and  showed  that  money  was  paid  to  John,  Leonard, 
Jacob  and  Andrew  Powder,  to  David  Everly;  also,  among  others,  to  John  Shafer  and 
John  Deal,  who  were  married  to  Powder  daughters,  ‘ihe  final  account  was  made  Dec. 
11,  1804  (Liber  G.M.  #2,  folio  389)  at  which  time  distribution  was  made  of  the 
personal  property — 1/3  to  the  widow  (not  named)  and  1/3  to  each  of  his  children, 
David  and  Margaret.  (Margaret  and  Ulrich  Zurbuchen  (later  Buchen)  were  m.  Aug. 
25,  1800, , and  on  page  37,  Book  of  Releases  at  Frederick,  Ullerich  Zulbooker  of 
Baltimore  County,  released  Henry  Peters,  administrator  of  John  Everly  estate). 


In  1804,  Margaret  Everly  gave  a  deed  to  Abraham  Powder,  and  another  in  1805. 
In  1808,  she  gave  a  deed  to  Leonard  Powder. 


When  Michael  Sullivan  sent  the  list  of  heirs  of  Abraham  Bohn-Boon  living  'in 
Maryland,  Abraham  Pouder’ s  name  was  missing.  He  was  still  in  the  state  in  1834, 
when  distribution  was  made,  as  his  daughter  Mary  died  there  in  1836 — perhaps  did 
not  enter  into  the  suit.  The  8  children  of  Leonard  and  Margaret  (Boon)  Pouder,- 
and  the  2  children  of  John  end  Margaret  (Boon)  Pouder-Everly ,  were —

I.  JACOB  POWDER,  son  of  Leonard  Sr.  and  Margaret  (Bohne-pronounced  Boon)  Pow¬ 
der,  b.  Dec.  14,  1761  d.  Mar.  2,  1842  aged  80  yrs .  2  mos.  18  days;  m.  May  15,  1790, 
Christina  Diehl  or  Deal  b.  Apr.  23,  1772  d.  Jan.  18,  1837  aged  64  yrs.  8  mos.  25 
days,  both  buried  near  the  entrance  to  the  old  part  of  Westminster  Cemetery.  Their 
descendants  3till  spell  the  name  "Powder,"  while  the  descendants  of  his  brothers 
spell  it  "Pouder" — both  pronounced  Pooder. 

Christina  Diehl  or  Deal  was  a  daughter  of  Philip  and  Christina  (Uts  or  Utz) 

Deal  of  near  Hampstead,  Maryland.  He  adopted  the  English  spelling  of  Deal,  and 
his  descendants  use  that  spelling.  Strassburger  &  Hinke's  "Pennsylvania  Gernan 
Pioneers"  (1934)  lists  5  Diel  immigrants  by  the  name  of  Philip  that  arrived  in 
Philadelphia,  but  it  is  impossible  to  identify  Philip  of  Maryland.  They  were — 

1.  Philib  Diel  arrived  on  the  ship  "Edinburgh"  Oct.  15,  1749. 

2.  Johan  Fill  Diel  on  the  ship  "Duke  of  Bradford"  Sept.  14,  1751.

4.  Philip  Diel  on  the  ship  "Phoenix"  Oct.  1,  1754. 

5.  George  Philip  Diel — no  details. 

It  appears  from  the  above  dates  that  Philip  Deal  wa3  brought  over  as  a  child. 

On  February  3,  1762,  the  Province  of  Maryland  patented  to  Philip  Tiel  (Diel)  two 
pieces  of-  land  one  mile  west  of  Hampstead,  Baltimore  (now  Carroll)  Co.,  Maryland. 
They  were  "Phillipsburg"  25rr  acres,  and "Rock  Meadow"  24^  acres.  He  also  bought-- 

"Woodheim"  50  acres  from  Richard  Croxall  in  1762. 

"Wright f s  Range"  50  acres  from  Christopher  Vaughan  in  1768.

Philip  Deal  was  b.  abt  1740  and  d.  the  latter  part  of  1785,  as  his  Will,  made 
Jan.  10,  1785,  was  filed  at  Baltimore,  Nov.  8,  1785.  (Will  Book  4,  folio  83)  He 
was  m.  abt  1759  to  Christina  Uts  or  Utz  who  survived  him  and  m.  2d,  John  Neidig 
of  Hanover  and  Heidelberg  Twp. ,  Penna.  John  d.  May  1799  (Orphans  Court  Docket  H, 
153,  Dec.  13,  1800,  York,  Penna.).  Christina  d.  between  Apr.  27  and  May  18,  1814 — 
the  date  of  making  her  Will  at  Hanover,  and  of  its  filing  at  York.  (Book  No. 13, P.137 

Philip  and  Christina  (Utz)  Deal  had  9  ch.  and  their  dates  of  birth  are  from 
the  Lutheran  &  Reformed  Church  records  of  Manchester,  Md . ,  which  were  translated 
from  the  original  German.  All  were  baptized  Oct.  27,  1783.  The  3  youngest  died 
early,  a3  Philip  did  not  mention  Sophia  in  )iis  Will,  and  Christina  did  not  mention 
Susanna  and  Ann  Maria  in  hor  Will.  They  were  —

Elizabeth,  Margaret,  Christian  (Christina),  Uleen  (Juliana),  Susanna  and  Anamarie — 
and  directed  his  wife  to  give  each  daughter,  except  Molly,  certain  articles  of  per¬ 
sonal  property  when  they  reached  16.  Wife  Christina  and  son  John  were  named  exe¬ 
cutors.  Witnesses — George  and  Philip  Tumbaugh.  Their  first  and  final  account  was 
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filed  April  12,  1787  (Liber  9,  folio  36).. 

In  her  Will,  Christina  (Utz)  Deal-Neidig  named  her  "trusty  friend,"  Nicholas 
Gelwicks  executor.  Witnesses — Henry  C.  Wampler  and  Michael  Helman.  She  bequeath¬ 
ed  $5  to  her  son,  John  Deel;  bed,  bedstead  and  chest  to  granddaughter,  Nancy  Chil- 
cofit;  and  the  balance  of  all  her  real  and  personal  estate  to  her  5  daughters — 
Magdalene  intermarried  with  Conrad  Byerly, 

Elizabeth  "  "  Henry  Albright, 

Margaret  "  "  Michael  Fringer, 

CHRISTINA  "  "  JACOB  FUDER, 

Juliana,  widow  of  William  Chilcoat,  deceased. 

Her  son,  John  Deal  married  Rachel  Pouder,  sister  of  Jacob. 

Jacob  Powder,  according  to  his  descendants,  kept  a  general  merchandise  store 
on  Main  Street,  Westminster ,  Maryland,  in  an  early  day.  Miss  Mary  Shellman,  in 
hor  pamphlet,  "The  Pioneers  of  the  Early  Days  of  Westminster,"  has  him  classified 
as  a  farmer.  No  doubt  he  was  both  a  storekeeper  and  a  farmer.  No  original  pat¬ 
ents  to  land  were  issued  in  his  name.  Deed  records  at  Frederick,  Maryland,  show 
that  he  sold  his  1/8  share  of  his  father's  land,  "Spinning  Y/heel,"  to  his  half 
brother  and  sister,  David  Everly  and  Margaret  (Everly)  Booken  (Buchen — early  Zur- 
buchen),  heirs  of  John  Everly,  in  1802,  the  year  Jacob's  step-father  died. 

Scharf's  "History  of  Western  Maryland"  has  the  following  item:  "Door  to  Vir¬ 
tue  Lodge  No.  46,  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  was  chartered  Nov.  4,  1811 
to  hold  its  meetings  at  Pipe  Creek,  was  removed  to  Uniontown  in  1813,  and  in  1824 
to  YVestminster.  A  committee,  previously  appointed  on  June  20th  for  that  purpose, 
had  entered  into  an  agreement  with  Jacob  Powder,  whereby  the  use  of  suitable  rooms 
in  his  house  was  obtained  for  the  meetings  of  the  lodge  at  the  rent  of  $30  per 
annum.  The  first  meeting  was  held  July  25,  1824  at  which  time  the  honorary  degree 
of  Past  Master  was  conferred  upon  Jacob  Powder." 

In  1816,  Jacob  Powder  went  on  a  visit  to  his  Hoss  and  Miller  cousins  in  Tenn¬ 
essee,  and  to  his  Bohn-Boone  cousins  in  Virginia.  An  old  letter,  written  Oct.  2, 
1816,  by  Henry  Hoss ,  YVashington  Co.,  Tenn.  to  his  cousin,  Daniel  Boone,  1791-1872, 
(son  of  Jacob  &  Catrin  Bohn-BoonJ,  of  Franklin  Co.,  Va.,  stated  that  he  was  send¬ 
ing  the  letter  by  Jacob  Pouder  who  had  spent  some  time  with  him. 


In  the  Westminster  Cemetery,  there  is  the  unidentified  grave  of  William  H.  Pou 
der,  next  to  a  Shrove  stone,  who  d.  in  1835  or  1855,  aged  6  yrs.  9  mos.  11  days. 

In  Baltimore,  there  is  the  unidentified  marriage  license  of  Ann  M.  Pouder  and  James 
Cook,  issuod  March  11,  1825  or  1829.

John  and  Elizabeth  (Powder)  Fetterling  lived  at  first  on  the  "Spinning  Wheel" 
farm  on  Little  Pipe  Creek,  which  had  been  the  boyhood  home  of  her  father,  Jacob 
Powder,  and  had  been  acquired  by  Jacob’s  father,  Leonard  Powder,  in  1767.  Six  of 
the  Fetterling  children  were  bom  on  this  farm,  the  other  four  on  a  farm  they  pur¬ 
chased  on  Beaverdam  Creek,  about  2  miles  from  Union  Bridge  (then  called  Butters- 
burg)  and  l-o-  miles  from  the  Beaver  Dam  Cemetery. 

The  Will  of  John  Fetterling  was  made  Aug.  25,  1841  and  filed  Jan.  24,  1842 
(Liber  G.M.E.  #2,  folio  657,  Frederick,  Md.).  He  named  his  6  daughters  and  4  sons, 
all  of  his  sons  later  moving  to,  or  near,  Warrensburg,  Johnson  Co.,  Mo.  The  name 
Fitterling  is  used  throughout  the  document,  and  by  the  sons  in  Missouri*.  The  10 
children  of  John  &  Elizabeth  (Powder)  Fetterling  were —

Elizabeth  Boyer  was  a  daughter  of  Gabriel  Boyer  (b.  Dec.  1,  1766  d.  July  29, 
1835)  and  Elizabeth  (Arter)  Boyer,  who  is  buried  in  Kreider  Cemetery.  In  the  old 
Kreider  Church  Records,  the  name  is  Orter.  Elizabeth  was  the  only  Arter  daughter. 
There  were  at  least  two  sons — Solomon  and  Philip  Arter — who  are  buried  at  Silver 
Hun,  Md.  Gabriel  Boyer  was  a  son  of  Casper  Boyer  b.  in  Germany,  and  Casper  was  a 
son  of  Jacob  Boyer  who  came  from  Lilrttemberg,  Germany  in  1728.  The  name  appears 
to  have  been  changed  to  Byers  between  1838  and  1876.  The  wife  of  liichael  Boyer, 
eldest  son  of  Gabriel,  died  in  1838  and  the  name  on  her  tombstone  in  Kreider  Ceme¬ 
tery  is  Boyer.  Michael  died  in  1876  and  the  name  on  his  stone  is  Byers.  The  7

Jacob  Powder  Jr.  was  a  prosperous  merchant  of  Westminster,  Maryland  for  sev¬ 
eral  years.  He  removed  later  to  his  large  estate  "The  Locusts”  on  the  east  side 
of  the  Baltimore  and  Westminster  Pike,  1-J-  miles  from  Westminster.  He  owned  many 
slaves  and  some  of  them  remained  with  him  after  they  were  free.  He  was  a  Judge 
of  the  Orphans’  Court  in  1867  and  was  holding  that  office  at  the  time  of  his  de¬ 
mise  in  1870.  It  is  possible  that  it  was  Jacob  Jr.  who  made  the  trip  in  1816  to 
visit  his  Boss,  Miller  and  Boon  cousins  in  Tennessee  and  Virginia  instead  of  his 
father,  as  Jacob  Jr.  was  a  young  man  and  did  not  marry  until  two  years  later. 


Carroll  County  was  formed  from  parts  of  Baltimore  and  Frederick  Counties  in 
1837.  As  a  democrat,  Jacob  Powder  Jr.  was  elected  one  of  the  first  four  members 
of  the  House  of  Delegates  of  the  General  Assembly  from  the  newly  formed  Carroll 
County.  He  was  also  a  Delegate  in  1841-42-43-47.  The  "Westminster  Advocate"  re¬ 
lates  that  in  1842,  during  the  discussion  of  some  bill  before  the  Assembly  with 
Hon.  Carroll  Spence  of  Baltimore,  Mr.  Spence  quoted  from  Latin,  Greek  and  French 
writers.  Jacob  Powder  replied  in  English  for  a  few  minutes,  and  as  he  became 
more  earnest,  resorted  to  the  Genian  language,  which  rolled  out  with  great  rapid¬ 
ity,  much  to  the  discomfiture  of  Mr.  Spence,  who  did  not  understand  it,  and  to 
the  amusement  of  the  members  and  spectators. 


Scharf’s  "History  of  Western  Maryland"  has  this  account  of  the  death  of  Judge 
Powder:  "Hon.  Jacob  Pouder  died  Sunday,  Feb.  13,  1870  at  his  residence  near  West¬ 

minster  in  the  76th  year  of  his  are.  Mr.  Pouder  filled  many  prominent  nosition3 
in  his  native  county,  and  was  much  respected  for  his  gentlemanly  demeanor  and 
courtesy  towards  all  with  whom  he  had  business  transactions.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  the  chief  judge  of  the  Orphans'  Court  of  Carroll  County,  a  oosition 
whidh  he  filled  with  great  satisfaction  to  the  people.  He  was  on  several  occa- 
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9 ions  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature."

In  1838  Rev.  James  McLin, 
formerly  President  of  Washington  College,  from  which  Henry  Hoss  graduated 
in  1813,  was  elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Hoss.  In  1839  the  school  was  moved 
to  the  Rhea  Academy  Building  at  Greenville."

II.  MARY  POUDER,  daughter  of  Leonard  Sr.  and  Margaret  (Bohne-Boone )  Powder- 
Pouder,  b.  Sept.  3,  1763  d.  May  12,  1831  aged  67;  m.  about  1782  or  1783,  John 
Schaeffer  b.  June  11,  1755  d.  Mar.  11,  1828  aged  72,  both  buried  in  Kreider  Ceme¬ 
tery  where  lie  many  of  the  Schaeffer,  Schaffer,  Shaffer,  Shafer  name — all  spell¬ 
ings  used.  Scharf ’s  ’’History  of  Western  Maryland"  has  Mary’s  year  of  birth  as 
1765,  which  is  an  error.  The  descendants  have  it  as  1763,  and  Preston  M.  Rine¬ 
hart,  a  Pouder  descendant,  examined  the  inscription  on  her  tombstone  with  a  mag¬ 
nifying  glass  and  ascertained  positively  that  the  year  was  1763.  In  an  early 
day  it  seems  that  Mary  and  Ann  Maria  were  used  interchangeably.  While  her  hus¬ 
band  and  her  father  both  used  Mary  in  their  wills,  in  some  of  the  church  records 
she  is  called  Ann  Maria. 

John  Schaeffer’s  parents  were  Jacob  Schaeffer  b.  Feb.  23,  1725  d.  Feb.  4, 

1800  aged  nearly  75,  and  Dorothea  (Brosch)  Schaeffer.  Her  name  on  Jacob’s  tomb¬ 
stone  is  "nee  Broschin,"  the  "in"  being  the  feminine  suffix  in  German  records. 
Other  spellings  were  Brasch  and  Prosch.  They  were  probably  married  in  1752  in  ■ 
Geimany,  as  his  tombstone  says  they  were  "in  wedlock-'  nearly  48  years."  It  ap¬ 
pears  that  Jacob  arrived  from  Geimany  on  the  ship  "Neptune"  Sept.  24,  1753,  prob¬ 
ably  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  infant  son,  Jacob.  Several  named  Jacob  arrived 
between  1750  and  1765,  but  the  1753  signature  most  closely  resembles  Jacob’s  sig¬ 
nature  to  his  will.  He  took  the  usual  Oath  of  Allegiance  that  all  males  of  16 
or  over  were  required  to  take.  It  is  uncertain  whether  he  settled  for  a  time  in 
Lancaster  or  York  Go.,  Pa.  On  Nov.  6,  1770  he  purchased  164  acres  called  "Iron 
Intention"  from  John  Durbin  in  Frederick  (now  Carroll)  Co.,  Maryland,  and  30  A. 
called  "Deer  Park,"  part  of  which  was  in  Frederick  and  part  in  Baltimore  County, 
his  home  being  in  Baltimore  County.  A  Jacob  was  naturalized  at  Annapolis  May  11, 
1774,  but  this  may  have  been  his  son,  Jacob  Jr.,  who  was  probably  bom  in  Germany 
in  1752/3.  The  will  of  Jacob  Sr.,  made  June  7,  1794  and  filed  at  Baltimore  in 
1800,  was  signed  in  German.  Witnesses  were  John  Yingling,  Martin  Haus  and  Jacob 
Powder,  with  Jacob  and  Leonard  Powder  as  securities.  Many  of  Jacob’s  descendants 
still  live  in  and  around  Westminster  and  held  an  annual  reunion  every  summer  un¬ 
til  World  War  II  began.  The  inscription  on  his  tombstone  in  Areider  Cemetery, 
near  Westminster,  is  in  Geri&an.  The  translation  is — 

"Here  rests  in  the  Lord 
Jacob  Schaeffer. 

He  was  bom  into  this  world  in  the  year  1725,  the  23d  of  February, 
and  died  in  the  year  1800,  the  4th  of  February.  His  wife  was  Doro¬ 
thea  nee  Broschin.  Together  they  reared  10  children  and  loved  each 
other  in  wedlock  nearly  48  years  into  their  old  age." 

While  his  tombstone  says  10  children,  his  will  names  only  7 — Jacob  Jr.  Cath- 
erina  Woolery,  Christenah  Chriessman,  Dorothea  Reese,  Magdalene  Meyerly ,  Benjamin, 
and  JOHN.  At  present  (1946)  the  10  appear  to  have  been —

The  will  of  JOHN  SHAFFER  (signed  Shaffer),  made  Aug.  2,  1823,  was  filed  in 
Baltimore  Mar.  28,  1828  (Liber  D.M.P.  // 13,  folio  50).  He  mentioned  wife  Mary  and 
10  children  (2  sons  had  died  early) — Hannah,  wife  of  David  Loyst^r-Leister;  Ab¬ 
raham;  John,  Christina,  wife  of  George  Wareham-Wareheim  (of  Henry);  Mary,  wife  of 
Peter  Panobaker;  Rachel,  wife  of  John  Stonesifer;  Margaret,  wife  of  Benjamin  Grom 
mer;  Catherine,  wife  of  Philip  Horn;  David;  and  Jacob.  Two  of  his  tracts,  "Every 
thing  Needful"  and  "Iron  Intention"  were  to  be  sold  and  the  money  divided  among 
the  10  children.  All  were  left  money  and  slaves  except  Abraham,  who  received 
land.  Executors,  sons  Jacob  and  Abraham,  but  Abraham  renounced.  Witnesses — 'Mi eh 
ael  Sullivan  (cousin  of  Mary  Pouder  Shaffer);  John  and  Andrew  Reese.  It  is  in¬ 
teresting  to  note  the  names  of  those  indebted  to  the  estate,  \?ho  were —

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III.  JOHN  POUDER,  son  of  Leonard  Sr.  and  Margaret  (Bohne — called  Boon)  Pou- 
der,  b.  July  16,  1765  near  V/estmin3ter ,  Frederick  (now  Carroll)  Co.,  Maryland — 
probably  not  on  the  "Spinning  Wheel"  farm  as  it  was  not  purchased  until  1767 — d. 
March  14,  1837  at  his  faun  in  Colerain  Twp. ,  Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio,  aged  71  years, 

7  months,  26  days;  was  m.  in  Baltimore,  Nov.  14,  1802  by  Rev.  Philip  William  Ot- 
terbein,  to  Elizabeth  Kniselley.  (Rev.  Otterbein,  1726-1813,  was  the  founder 
and  first  pastor  of  the  United  Brethren  Church  in  Baltimore  in  1774,  which  suc¬ 
ceeded  the  original  German  Reformed  Church).  The  old  German  records  of  the 
church  have  been  translated  and  a  copy  placed  in  the  Maryland  Historical  Society 
in  Baltimore.  Page  145  has  this  entry — "Johannes  Puder  and  Catherine  Kneesle 
married  Nov.  14,  1802."  Either  a  mistake  was  made  in  her  name,  or  else  she  had 
both  names — Catherine  and  Elizabeth.  Elizabeth  was  b.  April  8,  1785  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  d.  Sept.  17,  1834  aged  49  years,  5  months,  9  days.  Both  are  buried, 
with  several  members  of  their  family,  in  the  old  country  graveyard  near  Baraes- 
burg,  Ohio,  now  known  as  the  Franklin  Cemetery  on  the  Blue  Rock  Pike,  southeast 
of  Weik  Road.  A  few  years  ago  their  great  grandson,  John  Pouder  of  Cincinnati, 
reset  the  tall  headstones  in  concrete  as  stock  had  gotten  in  and  knocked  them 
down.  There  is  a  fence  around  the  graveyard  and  a  gate,  but  no  Pouder  relatives 
are  now  near  to  look  after  their  resting  place.  In  company  with  John  Pouder, 

Miss  Murphy  visited  the  graves  of  their  ancestors  in  1946. 

Elizabeth  Kniselley  was  the  only  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Mary  (Kepner)  Kni¬ 
selley,  who  lived  in  Dover  Twp.,  York  Co.,  Pennsylvania.  Samuel  was  b.  Mar.  4, 

1758  and  d.  Feb.  12,  1790  aged  32.  (See  StrayerTs,  'Salem  Lutheran  &  Reformed 
Church  Records,1  which  also  give  the  dates  of  his  other  two  children — Johannes 
b.  Aug.  26,  1782  d.  Mar.  18,  1790 — the  month  after  his  father's  death — aged  7-J-, 
and  Daniel  b.  Aug.  8,  1787  d.  Dec.  31,  1788  aged  16  months).  Samuel  in  his  Will 
states  he  was  a  mason,  and  Gibson's,  'Hist,  of  York  Co.,  Penna. •  (Pub.  1386), 
page  97  of  the  Biographical  Sketches  of  Fairview  Township,  tells  of  a  Lewis  Cline 
who  owned  the  Lewisberry  Mills,  and  on  the  date  stone  is  carved  in  antique  let¬ 
ters,  'Samuel  Kniselley,  Mason,  John  Harmon  and  Elizabeth  hi3  wife,  October  ye 
11,  annd  1785,  in  the  10th  year  of  Amm  Independcy.*  It  is  quite  likely  that 
Samuel  also  owned  and  operated  linen  and  cotton  mills. 

Samuel’s  Will  was  made  Feb.  9,  1790  and  filed  at  York,  Penna.,  Apr.  29, 

1790  (Will  Book  H,  page  102).  Executors  were  wife  Mary,  her  brother,  Ttbbias  Kep¬ 
ner,  who  was  quite  active  in  the  formation  of  Adams  County,  and  Samuel's  brother, 
John  Kniselley.  Henry  Slagle,  Esq.,  was  appointed  the  guardian  of  Elizabeth  Kni¬ 
selley,  then  nearly  5  years  old. 

Mary  Kniselley,  birth  and  death  dates  unknoxm,  was  a  daughter  of  Andrew  and 
Catherine  Kepner.  Andrew  Kepner  d.  between  1782  and  1785  in  New  Hanover  Twp., 
Philadelphia  ( later  Montgomery )  County.  His  widow,  Catherine,  d.  Jan.  4,  1785  in 
Berwick  Twp. ,  York  (later  Adams)  County,  her  Will  filed  at  York,  Feb.  27,  1790. 

In  this  she  bequeathed  to  son  Tobias,  daughter  Mary,  wife  of  Samuel  Kniselley,  etc. 

Miss  Murphy  has  spent  much  time  and  money  in  securing  Kniselley  information. 

Elizabeth  Kniselley  was  20  years  younger  than  John  Pouder,  but  as  far  as  is 
known,  this  was  his  first  marriage.  When  and  how  Elizabeth  came  to  go  to  Balti¬ 
more,  where  she  met  John  Pouder,  is  a  matter  of  conjecture.  John  was  single  in 
1788,  when  he  was  23,  according  to  the  old  Kreider  Lutheran  Church  Records  of 
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Westminster,  Maryland.  They  state  that  John  Puder,  single ,  and  An.  Mar.  Maurlih 
were  sponsors  at  the  baptism  of  Johannes  Schaeffer,  who  was  b.  Feb.  7,  1788,  a 
son  of  John  and  Mary  Schaeffer.  Mary  Schaeffer  was  a  sister  of  John  Pouder.  The 
following  court  record  shows  that  John  was  not  married  in  1798: 

"October  8,  1798,  John  Pouder  gave  a  deed  for  his  1/8  share  of  his  father's 
land  to  John  Everly  (his  step-father).  (Liber  W.R.  17,  folio  334,  Frederick, 
Maryland).'  He  is  mentioned  in  this  deed  as  "John  Powder  of  Frederick  County, 
Maryland,  joiner.'  No  wife  joined  in  the  deed,  as  did  the  wife  of  his  brother, 
William  Leonard  Pouder,  who  made  the  same  kind  of  a  deed  at  the  same  time.  She 
was  mentioned  as  Elizabeth,  and  was  Anna  Elizabeth  Cruse  or  Cruze.  'Joiner'  was 
an  early  word  for  carpenter.  It  is  said  that  John  and  his  brother,  William  Leon¬ 
ard  Pouder,  built  the  old  Eutaw  Methodist  Church  in  Baltimore. 

John  and  Elizabeth  (Khiselley)  Pouder  lived  in  Baltimore  until  1817  when 
they  made  the  long  trip  to  Ohio  in  a  wagon  with  their  five  children.  They  went 
first  to  Columbus,  where  they  remained  for  a  short  time,  then  down  to  Cincinnati. 
They  purchased  the  land  that  is  now  the  northwest  comer  of  5th  and  Race  Streets, 
and  later  traded  it  for  land  in  Colerain  Twp. ,  Hamilton  County,  10  miles  from 
Cincinnati  near  the  Elue  Rock  Pike.  The  land  records  at  the  court  house  in  Cin¬ 
cinnati  show  that  Sept.  17,  1824,  William  Disney  deeded  204  acres  to  John  Pouder 
for  $3400.  Later  John  transferred  20  acres  to  Joseph  Pouder  and  20  to  Samuel  J. 
Pouder,  tv.ro  of  his  sons. 

The  old  Pouder  farm  was  between  Groesbeck  and  Bamesburg,  Ohio,  6  miles 
northwest  of  Cumminsvillo ,  a  suburb  of  Cincinnati.  John  was  a  carpenter  and  on 
this  land  built  the  first  frame  house  outside  of  Cumminsville .  Before  and  dur¬ 
ing  the  Civil  War,  when  their  son,  Samuel  John  Pouder,  lived  there,  it  was  on  the 
Underground  Railroad,  and  the  slaves  were  permitted  to  stay  in  the  old  bam  dur¬ 
ing  the  day  on  their  way  to  Canada.  Their  post  office  was  Mt.  Healthy.  They 
passed  through  the  town  of  Mt.  Airy  going  to  and  from  Cincinnati.  An  account  of 
the  John  Pouder  family  is  in  Ford's,  'Hist,  of  Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio*  (Pub.  1881), 
page  259.  A  mistake  was  made  in  one  place,  and  George  is  given  at  the  start  of 
the  account  of  Samuel  John  Pouder  and  his  family.  No  son  was  named  George,  but 
a  grandson  (a  son  of  Samuel  John)  bore  that  name. 

The  Hamilton  County  Court  House  at  Cincinnati  burned  March  29,  1884,  and 
many  valuable  records  were  destroyed.  There  is  no  Will  of  John  Pouder 's  there. 
Some  of  the  marriage  licenses,  which  records  began  in  1817,  were  destroyed. res¬ 
tored.  There  is  the  restored  Will  of  a  John  Powner  Sr.  (some  places  spelled  Pow¬ 
der)  made  Apr.  8,  1819  and  recorded  Apr.  24,  1821  (Vol.  7,  page  362).  He  gave 
his  residence  as  Green  Twp. ,  Hamilton  County,  though  some  of  his  property  was  in 
Colerain  Township.  He  mentioned  wife  Abigail,  son  John  Jr.,  daughters,  Abigail, 
Mary  and  Hannah.  Asked  as  to  the  above,  John  Pouder  of  Cincinnati  wrote,  "I  am 
positive  that  this  John  Powner  had  no  connection  with  the  Pouder  family.  My 
father,  who  was  well  versed  in  the  Pouder  genealogy,  gave  me  their  history,  but 
I  foolishly  did  not  write  it  down."  There  is  also  the  Inventory  of  a  John  Poun- 
er,  Sept.  6,  1864  (Vol.  4,  page  490),  and  of  another  John  Pouner,  Nov.  12,  1872 
(Vol.  8,  page  81),  who  may  have  been  the  son  and  grandson  of  the  above  John  Pow¬ 
ner.  There  is  the  marriage  license  of  a  John  Pouner,  March  17,  1836,  and  Mary 
Arm  Straughton,  a  widow. 

John  Pouder  wrote  the  following  letter  to  his  son,  Samuel  John,  while  on  a 
visit  to  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania,  which  was  the  noxt  year  after  the  death  of 
his  wife ,  and  two  years  before  his  own  death. 
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Maryland —  Westminster  Deem  29th  1835 

Dear  Son 

This  will  Inform  you  That  your  Uncle  David  and  myself  arrived  at  his 
House  in  good  helth,  and  have  seen  all  my  Brothers  and  sisters  except  sister  Ra¬ 
chel  and  if  God  spares  me  I  Shall  see  her,  those  that  I  have  seen  are  in  good 
Health  and  there  children  &  grandchildren.  The  rest  of  our  relation  are  well 
the  Sullivans  and  Benjamin  Grammer  are  also  well.  My  journey  was  agreeable  and 
pleasant  &  expenses  were  about  Thirteen  Dollars  as  yet.  I  also  expect  to  go  to 
Pennsylvania  before  I  return  if  spared  so  to  do  &  that  from  accounts  heretofore 
herd  by  us  in  that  country  respecting  our  relations  I  find  as  represented.  Child¬ 
ren  you  need  not  expect  me  untill  some  time  in  March  next  &  etc.  I  remain  your 
affectionate

der  Jr.

Note — "Your  Uncle  David,T  was  John  Pouder1  s  half-brother,  David  Everly,  who  had 
been  on  a  visit  to  Ohio,  and  the  two  made  the  trip  back  to  Maryland  together. 
’’Sister  Rachel”  was  Rachel  Deal-Hooker  who  lived  at  Hampstead,  Maryland.  The 
Sullivans  were  Pouder  cousins,  and  Benjamin  Grammer  was  married  to  Margaret 
Schaeffer,  a  niece  of  John  Pouder.  Jacob  Powder  Jr.  was  Judge  Jacob,  nephew  of 
John,  and  son  of  his  brother  Jacob.  The  Jacob  branch  still  spells  the  name  Pow¬ 
der. 


John  and  Elizabeth  (Kniselley)  Pouder  had  10  children,  2  dying  young.  The 
stone  of  one  that  died  young  has  so  deteriorated  that  the  name  is  illegible,  but 
appears  to  have  died  July  11,  1831 — the  years  of  age  at  death  uncertain — but  6 
months  and  11  days.  Sex  unknown.  This  child  has  been  placed  as  the  7th,  simply 
because  there  were  6  years  between  Leonard  and  Harriet,  and  the  other  children 
were  closer  together.  Their  children  were —

William  was  a  son  of  Thomas  Hubbard  Sr.  b.  1780  in  North  Carolina,  settled 
in  Colerain  Twp. ,  Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio  in  1807,  d.  there  May  25,  1852,  and  his 
wife ,• Elizabeth,  b.  1790  d.  June  27,  1868,  the  parents  of  21  ch.,  20  named,  the 
first  two,  william  and  Charles  of  Missouri,  on  page  259  of  Ford's,  "Hist  of  Ham¬ 
ilton  Co.,  Ohio,"  published  in  1881. 

Very  little  is  knovm  about  the  William  Hubbard  family  as  all  efforts  to  con¬ 
tact  their  descendants  have  failed.  They  seem  to  have  disappeared  from  Hannibal 
or  Marion  County,  Missouri.  However,  there  are  descendants  of  his  brother  Char¬ 
les  in  Hannibal,  one  being  Glenn  Hubbard,  3119  Marsh  Avenue.  Margaret  Hubbard’s 
brother,  Leonard  Pouder  of  Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio,  wrote  to  his  sister,  Harriet  (Pou¬ 
der)  Ellenberger  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  Dec.  31,  1872,  "Hubbards  folks  quit 
writing  to  us  since  Margaret  died  and  since  the  war."  The  most  that  is  known 
about  them  is  from  page  957  of  Perkins,  "Hist,  of  Marion  Co.,  Mo.,"  published  in 
1884,  and  is  as  follows: 

"William  Hubbard  was  bom  in  Milford  Co.,  N.C.,  Nov.  3,  1806.  His  parents 
were  both  natives  of  North  Carolina.  In  1808  his  father  and  mother — Thomas  and 
Elizabeth  Hubbard — moved  to  Warren  Co.,  Ohio,  and  lived  in  Warren  and  Butler 
Counties  till  1818,  when  they  moved  to  Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio  where  he  remained  till 
1842,  then  moved  to  Hannibal,  at  that  time  a  town  of  500  inhabitants.  He  settled 
on  a  piece  of  land  about  one  or  one  and  a  half  miles  West  of  the  River  (Mississ¬ 
ippi),  where  he  farmed  and  kept  a  cooper  shop.  In  1849  he  took  the  "gold  fever" 
and  went  to  California,  across  the  plains  via  Santa  Fe ,  the  southern  route.  In 
1850  he  returned  by  the  Isthmus  and  New  Orleans  to  Hannibal,  where  he  has  since 
resided  and  been  engaged  in  coopering  and  farming,  and  in  1873  retired  from  ac¬ 
tive  business.  He  has  been  married  three  times,  and  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Christian  Church  for  over  45  years.  June  7,  1827,  he  married  Miss  Margaret  Pow- 
ler  (Powder-Pouder)  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  but  then  of  Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio.  She 
died  in  1864,  being  the  mother  of  ten  children,  seven  of  whom  are  still  living 
(1884).  He  again  married,  in  1866,  Mrs.  Emily  McDonald,  daughter  of  William 
Darr,  of  Hannibal.  She  died  in  1881.  In  1883  he  married  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hubner 
of  Hannibal."  (The  name  Powler,  instead  of  Powder,  is  evidently  a  typographi¬ 
cal  error) . 

As  stated  above,  William  and  Margaret  Hubbard  left  Ohio  in  1842  and  settled 
near  Hannibal,  Missouri.  In  1854  he  purchased  from  James  Radcliffe,  for  $6,270., 
the  NE^  of  Section  30,  and  the  1%  of  the  NW^  of  Section  30,  Twp.  57,  Range  4,  ex¬ 
cept  a  strip  of  about  31  acres  on  the  north  end.  A  part  was  divided  into  residen 
tial  lots  and  called  Hubbard's  Addition.  The  street  south  of  the  tract  is  called 
Hubbard  Street.  November  1,  1882,  William  Hubbard  sold  the  land  to  James  H.  Brad 
ley,  and  it  is  now  owned  by  Mr.  Silas  0.  Osterhout,  who  subdivided  more  of  it 
and  called  it  Osterhout ’s  sub-division  of  the  Bradley  tract. 

Air.  Osterhout  lives  in  the  old  Hubbard  home,  which  is  now  in  the  northwest 
part  of  the  city,  the  address  being  3254  St.  Mary's  Avenue.  He  wrote  that  the 
house  is  of  the  old  Southern  style,  of  brick,  6  rooms,  smallest  one  16  x  16  feet, 
downstairs  ceilings  11-J-  feet  high,  upstairs  10jV  feet,  full  basement,  13  inch 
walls  and  partitions,  and  still  has  the  original  plaster  on  it.  The  foundation 
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is  of  cut  stone,  said  to  have  been  quarried  back  of  the  house,  the  brick  burned 
on  the  place,  the  lime  slacked  there  and  left  on  the  ground  for  a  year  before 
being  used. 


William  and  Margaret  (Pouder)  Hubbard  had  10  children,  3  dying  young.  The 
names  of  the  7  living  to  maturity  were  compiled  from  the  1850  and  1860  U.S.  Cen¬ 
sus  of  Marion  Co.,  Mo.,  and  from  the  marriage  license  records  at  Hannibal,  Mo,

Joseph  was  living  on  a  faun  adjoining  that  of  his  brother,  Samuel  John,  in 
Oolerain  Twp. ,  Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio,  in  1847,  at  which  time  he  had  7  children,  ac¬ 
cording  to  an  old  letter  written  by  Samuel  John,  Sept.  25,  1847,  to  his  uncle,, 
Andrew  Pouder  in  Westminster,  Carroll  Co.,  Maryland.  Joseph  and  his  second  wife 
moved  to  Indiana  about  1852/3,  which  is  about  the  time  his  sisters,  Mary  Butcher, 
and  Harriet  Ellenberger,  also  moved  there.  Joseph's  will,  made  July  15,  1880, 
filed  1883  (Will  Book  H,  page  104),  named  wife  Angeline  as  executor,  the  estate 
to  be  administered  by  her  and  their  son,  Stewart  M.  Pouder.  Five  dollars  each 
were  bequeathed  to  children — Isaiah,  John,  William,  Milton,  Henry  Lexvis  Pouder 
and  Sarah  Jane  Cunning,  "the  balance  to  my  dear  wife  Angeline  during  her  natural 
life,  then  divided  equally  among  her  children  and  Mary  Ann  Young."  (Mary  Ann 
was  a  daughter  by  his  first  marriage).

John  Ellenberger  was  the  posthumous  son  and  only  child  of  John  Ellenberger 
Sr.,  1799-1824,  (son  of  George  &  Elizabeth  Ellenberger)  and  wife,  Elizabeth  Schoen- 
enberger  (eldest  dau.  of  Heinrich  &  Anna  Marie  Schoenenberger)  b.  June  25,  1801  in 
Nugla,  Canton  Solothum,  Switzerland,  d.  Nov.  11,  1879  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  aged 
78,  came  with  her  parents  to  the  U.S.  in  1816.  After  the  death  of  John  Ellenber¬ 
ger,  Sr. ,  Elizabeth  m.  2d,  Joseph  DeBolt  and  had  several  children. 

John  Ellenberger  Jr.  and  family  lived  for  a  time  in  Cincinnati,  moving  in 
1853  to  Irvington,  Indiana,  where  he  farmed  the  original  plat  of  Irvington — 320 
acres — and  in  1859  purchased  a  large  farm  there.  In  the  fall  of  1866,  he  com¬ 
pleted  a  fine  brick  home  on  it  to  replace  the  log  cabin  that  was  there.  The  house 
had  a  solid  rock  foundation  18  inches  thick,  outside  walls  18  inches  thick,  inside 
walls  13  inches  thick,  both  of  solid  brick.  After  John’s  death  in  1917,  his  son- 
in-law  and  daughter,  Lee  Dove  and  wife,  purchased  the  house,  remodeled  it,  stuc¬ 
coed  the  home-made  brick,  cut  down  the  pine  and  locust  trees,  and  named  it  "Maple- 
hurst."  Many  hard  maple  trees  surrounded  it  from  which  they  had  made  maple  syrup. 
Mrs.  Dove  was  bom  in  the  log  cabin  that  had  stood  in  front  of  the  brick  house, 
was  married  in  the  brick  house,  and  lived  in  it  until  her  death.  It  is  now  owned 
and  occupied  by  her  daughter,  Ruth  (Dove)  Stevenson,  who  was  also  married  in  it. 

John  Ellenberger  Jr.  served  in  the  Home  Guard  as  a  private  in  Co.  K,  106th 
Regt.,  Indiana  Vol.  Inf.  during  the  Civil  War.  His  wife,  Harriet,  is  said  to  have 
made  apple  turnovers  in  great  numbers  for  the  soldiers.  John  and  Harriet  (Pouder) 
Ellenberger  had  12  ch. ,  10  living  to  maturity.

IV.  WILLIAM  LEONARD  POUDER,  called  Leonard ,  son  of  Leonard  Sr.  and  Margaret 
(Bohne — pronounced  Boon)  Pouder,  b.  Feb.  16,  1767  d.  Apr.  8,  1833  aged  66  years, 

1  month,  21  days.  He  was  first  buried  in  the  Presbyterian  Cemetery,  now  about 
the  center  of  Baltimore,  but  his  remains,  with  those  of  a  grandchild,  were  re¬ 
moved  to  Loudon  Park  Cemetery  on  Nov.  9,  1868.  The  "Baltimore  Gazette"  issue  of 
Tuesday,  April  9,  1833,  had  the  following  notice  of  his  death:  "On  Monday  even¬ 
ing  last,  after  a  lingering  illness,  in  the  67th  year  of  his  life,  William  Leon¬ 
ard  Pouder  Sr.  His  friends  and  acquaintances  are  respectfully  invited  to  attend 
the  funeral  from  his  late/  residence,  #95  N.  Howard  Street, on  Wednesday  afternoon 
at  four  o’clock."  The  epitaph  on  his  tombstone  is — "Sacred  to  the  memory  of  Leon¬ 
ard  Pouder,  senior,  who  was  bom  on  Feb.  16,  1767,  and  departed  this  life  on  April 
8,  1833.  He  was  a  resident  of  Baltimore  for  upwards  of  40  years  and  was  distin¬ 
guished  for  enterprise,  and  all  the  traits  that  are  confined  in  an  honest  and  in¬ 
dustrious  man.  His  last  moments  were  those  of  a  true  Christian." 

William  Leonard  Pouder,  hereafter  designated  as  Leonard,  was  bom  on  the 
"Spinning  Wheel"  farm  in  Frederick  (now  Carroll)  Co.,  Maryland,  and  settled  in 
Baltimore  in  an  early  day.  He  is  listed  in  the  1790  U.S.  Census  of  Baltimore  Coun¬ 
ty  as — Leonard  Puder  (1-0-1),  showing  there  was  just  himself  and  wife. 

On  October  8,  1798  (Liber  W.R.  #17,  folio  334,  Frederick,  Md.)  Leonard  Pouder 
deeded  to  John  Everly,  his  stepfather,  his  1/8  interest  in  the  land,  "Good  Fellow¬ 
ship"  and  "Spinning  Wheel,"  left  by  his  father,  Leonard  Powder,  v/ho  signed  his  name 
thus  on  his  will,  in  German.  The  deed  states  that  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Leonard  Jr., 
joined  in  the  deed,  and  that  they  were  of  Baltimore  County.  In  1802,  John  Cassell 
deeded  to  Leonard  Pouder  part  of  lot  26  N.S.  in  Baltimore.  In  1820  (Liber  L.B. 

#E,  folio  419,  Land  Commissioner's  Office,  Annapolis), 8  and  7/8  acres  of  land, 
called  "Muddiree,"  lying  in  Baltimore  County,  was  surveyed  for  Leonard  Powder  and 
Frederick  Sumwalt •  This  tract  was  on  one  of  the  branches  of  the  Middle  Branch  of 
the  Patapsco  River, v. close  to,  if  not  in  Baltimore  City.  At  one  time,  Leonard  Pou¬ 
der  owned  a  farm  where  the  Mt.  Royal  station  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  now 

stands.  He  was  a  carpenter  and  builder,  and  it  is  said  that  he  and  his  brother 

John  erected  the  old  Eutaw  Methodist  Church  in  Baltimore.  It  is  also  said  that  he 
later  engaged  in  the  dry  goods  business. (Lot  26  N.S.  above  must  mean  North  Section) 

Leonard  Pouder  married  by,  or  before,  1790  ( census ), (probably  in  Baltimore), 
Anna  Elizabeth  Cruse  or  Cruze ,  bom  about  1770.  The  exact  date  of  her  death  is 
also  uncertain.  The  old  Otterbein  Church  Records  (originally  the  Genaan  Evangeli¬ 
cal  Reformed  Church)  has  the  following  entry  on  page  190:  "Elizabeth,  Leonhard 
Puder* s  wife,  died  March  12,  180J5  and  was  buried  March  16,  1805,  aged  35  years." 

(No  place  of  burial  was  given,  but  was  probably  in  the  old  German  Cemetery  where 
two  infant  sons  were  buried,  and  possibly  a  third  one).  The  Bible  record  of  her 
son,  George  V/.  Pouder,  now  with  descendants  in  New  York,  is  dated  1819,  and  gives 

her  date  of  death  as  March  14,  1807_,  aged  about  35.  She  had  at  least  7  children. 

Nothing  is  known  about  her  Cruse-Cruze  family.  The  following  interesting  item  is 
from  "History  of  the  German  Society  of  Maryland,"  (published  1909),  page  84:  Da¬ 
vid  Hoffman  Esq.,  at  the  meeting  of  officials,  resigned  as  Counsellor,  and  PETER 
HOFFMAN  CRUSE,  Esd[.  was  elected  in  his  stead.  $100  was  allowed  each  Counsellor. 
(From  the  meeting  of  Feb.  1,  1819).  Christian  Mayer  was  President. 

/ 

Leonard  Pouder  married  2d,  Maria  Magdalene  Ehrenborg,  license  Dec.  3,  1807. 

Her  name  has  appoared  as  Ehrenbach.  Nothing  is  known  a3  to  her  antecedents.  She 
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was  1)0111  Feb.  25,  1777,  died  April  19,  1846,  and  had  at  least  4  children.  Her 
will  was  filed  April  25,  1846  in  Baltimore  (Book  21,  folio  141).  She  left  to  Da¬ 
vid  Steward,  for  professional  services,  &1,000,  to  be  paid  out  of  her  ground  on 
Falls  Turnpike  Road,  which  he  had  recovered  for  her;  1/3  of  the  balance  of  the 
ground  to  her  son,  James  Monroe  Pouder;  1/3  to  Eliza  Jane  Pouder,  wife  of  her  son, 
William  P.  Pouder;  and  1/3  to  her  grandchildren — William  P. ,  Jesse  L.  ,  and  Mary 
Elmira  Cloud;  household  furniture  to  James  M.  Pouder;  silver  plate  to  James  M.  and 
Eliza  Jane  Pouder;  sons  William  P.  and  Jame3  M.  executors.  Her  will  is  signed-- 
Mary  M.  Pouder. 

The  following  entry  in  the  old  Zion  Lutheran  Church  Records  of  Baltimore, 
page  247,  refers  to  Leonard  Pouder  and  his  second  wife:  ’’Leonard  Puder  and  frau 
witnessed  the  baptism  of  Edward,  child  of  Diedrich  Klockengether  and  frau,  bom 
29  October,  1821” 

The  portraits  of  Leonard  Pouder  and  his  second  wife  were  painted  by  the  no¬ 
ted  artist,  Charles  Wilson  Peale.  His  is  now  in  possession  of  their  great  grand¬ 
daughter,  Mrs.  Lilliam  (Edmonds)  Gambrill-Bryant  of  Baltimore.  Hers  is  owned  by 
Mrs.  Lawson,  daughter  of  Mrs.  Jane  (Edmonds)  Blake  of  Baltimore.  Mrs.  Blake  has 
the  old  Pouder  grandfather's  clock. 


The  old  Otterbein  Church  Records,  which  are  at  the  Maryland  Historical  So¬ 
ciety  in  Baltimore,  have  the  marriage  of  Leonard  ”Puter”  and  Maria  Ehrenborg  on 
.page  148.  They  give  the  births  of  6  of  his  children — 3  by  each  wife.  His  name 
is  given  as  ’’Leonhard”  in  some  entries,  and  his  last  name  as  ’’Puder”  and  ”Puter.” 

William  Leonard  and  Anna  Elizabeth  ( Cruse-Cruze )  Pouder  had  at  least  7  child¬ 
ren.  (There  is  an  unplaced  license  in  Baltimore,  issued  liar.  11,  1825,  to  Ann  M. 
Pouder  and  James  Cook).  The  birth  date  of  their  daughter  Elizabeth  is  unknown  to 
this  compiler.  As  there  were  6  years  between  George  W.  and  Samuel,  it  is  reason¬ 
able  to  place  her  midway  between  them.  This  would  make  her  birth  in  1795,  with 
her  marriage  in  1813  when  she  was  18.  The  birth  of  one  son  Samuel  is  also  in 
doubt.  The  Maryland  Historical  &  Genealogical  Bulletin,  Vol.  17,  page  3,  has  this 
entry  under  ’’Baltimore  City's  Dead:”  ’’Puder,  Samuel  aged  16  months  15  days,  bom 
March  12,  1798,  also  Samuel  aged  1  day.  German  Cemetery."  From  this  it  appears 
that  the  second  Samuel  was  bom  and  died  one  day  after  the  first  Samuel.  The  old 
Otterbein  Church  Records  have  the  first  Samuel's  birth  as  Mar.  20,  1798  d.  Aug.  3, 
1799  aged  16  months.  William  Leonard  and  Maria  Magdalene  (Ehrenborg)  Pouder  had 
at  least  4  children.  All  of  his  known  children  in  1947,  were —

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1.  Mary,  or  Ann  Maria,  Pouder,  called  Polly,  dan.  of  William  Leonard  and  An¬ 
na  Elizabeth  (Cruse)  Pouder,  b.  abt  1790  d.  abt  Jan.  3,  1859,  was  buried  Jan.  5, 
1859  in  Mt.  Olivet  Cem. ,  Baltimore,  where  her  two  eldest  children  are  interred — 
no  marker  at  her  grave.  She  was  m.  April  10,  1806,  by  Rev.  Philip  Wilhelm  Otter- 
bein  (Old  Otterbein  Ch.  Rec.),  to  George  Foss  who  d.  early  in  1820 — burial  place 
unknown.  He  owned  a  stone  quarry. 

His  wife  was  appointed  administratrix  of  his  estate  Mar.  14,  1820  (Book  7,  fo¬ 
lio  89),  her  brothers,  George  and  Leonard  Pouder,  securities.  However,  the  latter 
part  of  1827,  a  will  of  George  Foss,  written  in  German,  was  found  among  other  pa¬ 
pers  of  his  that  were  written  in  German.  This  will  was  made  Sept.  29,  1819  and 
filed  Jan.  12,  1828  (Book  13,  folio  16).  John  Glenn  was  appointed  administrator. 
The  will,  translated,  is  as  follows: 

"For  the  sake  of  carefulness  I  will  write  in  this  Book  that  it  is  my  wish 
and  Will  that  my  wife  Ann  Maria  shall  inherit  all  that  I  have  in  money  and  prop¬ 
erty.  And  also  Ground  Rents  for  her  support.  And  if  I  should  die  before  her, 
and  after  my  wife’s  decease,  to  go  to  my  youngest  daughter  Catharine  as  her  prop¬ 
erty.  Done  the  29th  Sept.  1819." 

George  Foss  (Signed  in  German) 

Witnesses — Thomas  King 
John  Yager 
Charles  Myer 

During  the  nearly  9  years  that  had  elapsed,  two  witnesses — Thomas  King,  a 
carpenter,  and  John  Yager — had  died.  George  Wigart  testified  that  John  Yeager 
was  head  quarryman  for  George  Foss.  Yager’s  wife  and  son  swore  that  the  signa¬ 
ture  as  witness  to  the  will  was  his.  John  Williams  swore  that  he  could  read  Ger¬ 
man,  that  he  had  been  acquainted  with  George  Foss,  had  seen  his  writing  for  the 
Congregation,  to  which  both  belonged,  and  that  he  believed  the  will  to  be  "True 
and  bonafide."  The  court  being  satisfied,  the  will  was  filed. 

William  W.  Foss  was  the  administrator  of  the  estate  of  his  mother,  Mary  (Pou¬ 
der)  Foss.  His  cousin,  George  W.F.  Pouder,  and  Joseph  Thomas  were  his  securities. 
Final  distribution  was  made  July  5,  1860  (Book  69,  folio  256)  in  3  equal  parts — 

1/3  to  himself,  1/3  to  Charles  M.  Foss  (another  son)  and  1/3  to  Robert  D.  and 
Amanda  (Miles)  Owen,  a  granddaughter.  George  and  Mary  (Pouder)  Foss  had  at  least 
5  ch.,  the  order  of  birth  of  the  last  3  not  known.

m.  by  Minister  Wyatt  to  John  E.  Dorsey  (lie.  Sept.  30,  1841)  d.  before 
her  mother,  and  before  Aug.  23,  1848 — date  of  the  old  letter  written  by 
her  uncle,  Leonard  Pouder,  which  see  on  a  previous  page.

Feb.  4,  1845). 
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2.  George  Washington  Pouder,  son  of  William  Leonard  and  Anna  Elizabeth  (Cruse) 
Pouder,  b.  Oct.  12,  1792  d.  Mar.  14,  1830  aged  37  yrs.  5  mos.  2  days,  buried  in 
Loudon  Park  Cem. ,  Baltimore;  served  in  the  War  of  1812  as  a  private  in  Captain 
Aaron  R.  Levering's  Company,  5th  Maryland  Militia  Regiment  (Sterett's),  commencing 
Aug.  19,  1814  and  ending  Nov.  18,  1814.  His  name  is  listed  by  the  War  Dept,  as 
Peuder,  Pouder  and  Powder,  whereas  McHenry’s  book,  ’’North  Point  and  Fort  Henry,” 
page  39,  spells  his  name  Pewder.  He  was  in  the  cabinet -making  business,  and  his 
home  was  on  Madison  Street,  near  Howard,  in  a  lovely  3  story  walled- in  house  with 
a  pillar  on  each  side  of  a  pretty  entry — no  front  yard.  His  Bible,  with  the  fam¬ 
ily  record,  is  in  possession  of  his  gt.  gt.  gt.  gdson,  George  W.  Pouder,  Jr.,  in 
Mount  Vernon,  New  York.  It  has  the  date,  Jan.  2,  1819,  on  the  fly-leaf. 


He  was  m.  Feb.  15,  1816,  by  Rev.  Hoffman ,  to  Mary  Fowble  (eldest  dau  of  Pe¬ 
ter  &  Elizabeth  Fowble)  who  d.  Dec.  26,  1818  aged  21  yrs.  6  mos.  12  days  (2  ch.); 
was  m.  2d,  June  14,  1821,  by  Rev.  Samuel  Jennings,  D.D.  ,  to  Catherine  Ann  Stine 
(Stein)  (third  dau.  of  George  &  Susannah  Stine  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.)  who  d.  Feb.  21, 
1823  aged  21  yrs.  4  or  5  mos.  27  days  (1  ch.);  was  m.  2d,  Mar.  29,  1825,  by  Rev. 
Alexander  McCain  to  Elizabeth  Alexander  (second  dau.  of  Thomas  &  Mary  Alexander 
from  London,  Eng.)  b.  Dec.  25,  1804  in  England  d.  Nov.  12,  1886  in  New  York  City 
aged  81  yrs.  10  mos.  18  days,  buried  there  in  Woodlawn  Cem.  (2  ch.).  (Her  sister, 
Ann  Alexander,  m.  his  brother,  Leonard  Pouder).  After  the  death  of  her  husband 
in  1830,  she  removed  to  New  York  City  and  spent  the  remainder  of  her  life  there, 
residing  in  the  home  of  her  son,  Alexander,  after  his  marriage.

V.  CATHERINE  POUEER,  called  Caty  in  her  father’s  will,  daughter  of  Leonard 
Sr.  and  Margaret  (Bohn-Boon)  Powde r-Poude r ,  b.  Feb.  17G9  d.  Nov.  14,  1039  aged  70; 
m.  abt  1788  to  John  Eutterer  b.  Apr.  1,  1763  in  Pennsylvania  d.  Jan.  27,  1847,  aged 
84,  both  probably  buried  at  Silver  Run,  Maryland,  where  they  settled  on  a  planta¬ 
tion  near  there.  It  is  about  6  miles  from  Westminster.  In  the  book,  "Some  Descen¬ 
dants  of  George  Philip  Duddra  or  Dodderer"  by  W.  B.  Duttera  (1928),  from  which 
these  data- on  the  family  are  taken,  Catherine’s  last  name  is  spelled,  "Poetter."

VI.  RACHEL  POUDER,  daughter  of  Leonard  Sr.  and  Margaret  (Bohne-pronounced 
Boon)  Powder  or  Pouder,  h.  May  1,  1771  d.  Feb.  29,  1860  aged  88  yrs.  9  mos.  28 
days,  buried  in  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran  Churchyard,  6  miles  from  Hampstead,  Carroll 
Co.,  Md.;  m.  abt  1790,  John  Deal  b.  May  18,  1765  d.  between  1814  (date  of  his 
mother's  Will)  and  1818  (date  his  wife  remarried).  (4  ch.).  Rachelm.  2d,  Samuel 
Hooker,  license  Apr.  29,  1818  at  Baltimore.  He  is  buried  in  Mt.  Gilead  Cemetery 
abt  4  miles  south  of  Arcadia,  Mi.  In  1823  he  was  a  witness  to  the  Will  of  Con¬ 
rad  Gettinger.  Samuel  had  a  brother,  Richard  Hooker. 

John  Diehl  or  Deal  was  a  son  of  Philip  and  Christina  (Uts  or  Utz)  Deal  of 
near  Hampstead,  Maryland.  He  adopted  the  English  spelling  of  Deal,  and  his  des¬ 
cendants  use  that  spelling.  Strassburger  &  Hinke’s  ’’Pennsylvania  German  Pioneers” 
(1934)  lists  5  Diel  immigrants  by  the  name  of  Philip  that  arrived  in  Philadelphia, 
but  Philip  of  Maryland  was  probably  brought  over  as  a  child.  They  were —

On  February  3,  1762,  the  Province  of  Maryland  patented  to  Philip  Tiel  (Diel) 

2  pieces  of  land  one  mile  west  of  Hampstead,  Baltimore  (now  Carroll)  Co.,  Maryland. 
They  were  "Phillipsburg"  25?r  acres,  and  "Rock  Meadow"  24^-  acres.  He  also  bought — 

"Woodheim”  50  acres  from  Richard  Croxall  in  1762. 

"Wright’s  Range"  50  acres  from  Christopher  Vaughan  in  1768. 

"Bite  the  Biter"  63  "  "  Heniy  Zurbuchen  in  1769.

Philip  Deal  was  b.  abt  1740  and  d.  the  latter  part  of  1785,  as  his  Will,  made 
Jan.  10,  1785,  was  filed  at  Baltimore,  Nov.  8,  1785.  (V/ill  Book  4,  folio  83).  He 
was  m.  abt  1759  to  Christina  Uts  or  Utz  who  survived  him  and  m.  2d,  John  Neidig 
of  Hanover  and  Heidelberg  Twp. ,  Penna.  John  d.  May  1799  .(Orphans  Court  Docket  H 
153,  Dec.  13,  1800,  York,  Penna.).  Christina  d.  between  Apr.  27  and  May  18,  1814 — 
date  of  making  her  Will  at  Hanover,  and  of  its  filing  at  York.  (Book  #13,  P.  137). 

Philip  and  Christina  (Utz)  Deal  had  9  ch.  and  their  dates  of  birth  are  from 
the  Lutheran  &  Refoimed  Church  records  of  Manchester,  Md. ,  which  were  translated 
from  the  original  Gemnn.  All  were  baptized  Oct.  27,  1783.  The  3  youngest  died 
early,  as  Philip  did  not  mention  Sophia  in  his  Will,  and  Christina  did  not  mention 
Susanna  and  Ann  Maria  in  her  Will.  They  were —

John  and  Rachel  (Pouder)  Deal  were  sponsors  at  the  baptism  of  Abraham  Schaef¬ 
fer,  son  of  John  &  Mary  Schaeffer,  Dec.  5,  1796  (Kreider  Luth.  Ch.  Rec.).  Mary  was 
a  sister  of  Rachel  Deal.  They  were  also  sponsors  at  the  baptism  of  Johannes  Zur- 
buchen,  son  of  Ulrich  &  Margaretha  Zurbuchen,  b.  Ivlay  20,  1803  (Zion  Luth.  Ch.  Rec. 
Manchester).  Margaret  (nee  Everly)  Zurbuchen  was  a  half-sister  of  Rachel  Deal. 

On  Oct.  12,  1811  Jacob  Lichty  conveyed  to  John  Deal  56  acres  of  "Wells  In¬ 
heritance,"  which  is  about  2  miles  south  of  Hampstead,  Maryland.  On  June  6,  1812 
Peter  Zeigler  conveyed  to  John  Deal  "Hooker's  Meadows"  and  "Manheim."  These  tracts 
adjoined  "Wells  Inheritance."  This  land  was  the  home  of  John  Deal  and  is  still 
owned  by  some  of  his  descendants  who  lived  on  it  until  very  recently.  After  the 
death  of  John  Deal,  who  died  intestate,  his  sons,  David  and  Jonas,  purchased  the 
interest  of  their  sisters,  Mary  and  Sarah,  in  the  land  left  by  their  father.  Miss 
Flora  Deal,  a  granddaughter  of  Jonas,  lives  on  the  site  where  David  Deal  once 
lived.  George  S.  Deal,  son  of  Jonas,  lived  on  Jonas  part,  and  from  1918  to  1939  it 
was  occupied  by  George's  son  John.  John's  widow  lived  there  until  recently. 

While  the  Deal  burial  place  is  in  St.  Paul’s  Lutheran  Churchyard  at  Arcadia, 
which  has  graves  over  225  years  old,  it  is  uncertain  as  to  whether  John  Deal  lies 
there,  though  his  wife  Rachel  does.  The  names  of  all  their  children  are  given  in 
court  records  in  Baltimore,  May  9,  1823  (Liber  17. G.  #168,  folio  425,  Baltimore 
County  Land  Records);  also  on  June  13,  1823  (Liber  W.G.  #168,  folio  429).  They 
made  a  conveyance  of  four  tracts  of  land  to  Henry  Zouck,  which  John  Deal  had  sold 
to  John  Derr,  and  Derr  had  later  sold  to  Zouck.

In  1905  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Joseph  Lippy,  wrote 
to  Mrs.  Mary  (Powder)  Seymour  (gt  gddau.  of  Jacob  Powder)  who  lived  in  Washington, 
D.C. — "My  grandmother  was  Rachel  Pouder,  my  grandfather,  John  Deal.  Judge  Jacob 
Pouder  was  a  cousin  to  my  father  in  two  ways.  My.  grandfather  lived  2  miles  south 
of  Hampstead,  Md.  on  the  pike.

(Pouder)  Deal,  are  in  the  old  records  of  the  Zion  Lutheran  Church  of  Manchester 
at  the  Md.  Hist.  Soc.  in  Baltimore,  pages  66  and  70.

The  following  unsigned  and  undated  statement  might  be  of  interest  to  the 
Deal  descendants: 

"Richard  Hooker  Esqr 

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  read  the  statement  made  by  your  brother  Samuel  who  married  Rachel, 
the  widow  of  John  Deal,  and  therefore  Rachel  is  entitled  to  dower  in  the  real  es¬ 
tate  of  John  Deal  of  which  he  was  seized  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  also  to  one 
third  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  that  estate  from  the  time  of  John  Deal’s  death. 

Jonas  Deal  and  David  T.  Deal,  heirs  at  lav;  of  John,  and  Mary  and  Sarah 
also  being  heirs  at  law  of  John  Deal  were  entitled  to  the  real  estate  of  John  af¬ 
ter  his  debts  are  paid. 

Jonas  and  David  purchased  from  Sarah  and  Mary  all  their  estate  in  the 
land  of  which  John  died  seized  of,  end  obtained  deeds  for  some  so  that  Jonas  and 
David  held  the  whole  of  the  said  in  fee. 

Andrew  Burk’s  attachment  can  only  effect  Gettinger’ s  tenancy  by  the  _ 

in  his  wife  Mary’s  interest  in  the  land. 

If  Jonas  Deal  had  obtained  a  division  of  the  land  then  no  bill  can  be 
filed  for  a  sale,  but  otherwise  Jonas  can  file  a  bill  for  a  sale. 

It  would  be  useless  for  Samuel  Hooker  and  wife  to  file  a  bill  to  lay 
off  her  dower.”

VII.  ANDREW  POWDER,  son  of  Leonard  Sr.  and  Margaret  (Bohn- Boon)  Powder,  b. 
July  25,  1773  d.  Oct.  28,  1356  aged  83  yrs.  3  mos.  3  days;  m.  to  Margaret  Swe i- 
gart  b.  Sept.  9,  1783  d.  Mar.  3,  1872  aged  83,  both  buried  in  the  Westminster 
Cemetery.  The  Sweigart  family  was  an  early  one  in  Frederick  and  Carroll  Cos., 
Maryland.  This  compiler  has  never  gone  into  their  history  so  does  not  know  the 
parentage  of  Margaret,  nor  do  the  descendants  that  have  been  contacted. 

Andrew  Powder  settled  near  Westminster  and  Miss  Mary  Shellman  in  her  pamph¬ 
let,  "The  Pioneers  of  the  Early  days  of  We s tm in s t e r" ha s  him  listed  as  a  tanner. 
Doubtless  he  was  both  a  farmer  and  a  tanner.  Two  pieces  of  land  were  surveyed 
for  him — "Powder  Plot,"  45  acres,  which  had  been  patented  to  Ralph  Logsdon,  Nov. 
25,  1761,  and  "Resurvey  on  Powder  Plot,"  33  acres,  which  had  been  patented  to  Ja¬ 
cob  Federling  (later  Fetterling) ,  Oct.  15,  1792.  Both  were  near  Westminster.  An¬ 
drew  was  one  of  the  incorporators  of  Westminster  and  in  1839  was  selected-as  one 
of  three  judges  in  the  first  election  held  in  Westminster  in  the  newly  organized 
Carroll  Comity.  (Scharf's  Histoiy  of  Western  Maryland). 

Andrew's  will  was  filed  in  Westminster  in  1856  (Will  Book  No.  2,  page  280) 
and  named  wife  Margaret,  children — Hannah  Hobbs,  Isaac,  Julia  Manning,  heirs  of 
daughter,  Rachel  Ault  (Lebbens  Ault  and  Mary  Amanda  Briscoe),  grandchildren ,  An¬ 
drew  and  Margaret  Smith;  also  negro,  Abraham  Ireland.

VIII.  ABRAHAM  POUDER,  son  of  Leonard  Sr.  and  Margaret  (Bohn — pronounced  Boon) 
Powder-Pouder,  b.  1775,  date  and  place  of  death  unknown;  m.  Nancy  Daugherty,  lie. 
at  Frederick,  Maryland,  dated  May  29,  1807,  b.  in  Ireland,  the  name  also  being 
spelled  Dougherty  and  Dockerty.  Abraham  was  not  named  in  the  list  of  heir3  in  the 
estate  of  his  uncle,  Abraham  Bohn-Boon,  in  Virginia  in  1834.  It  is  not  known 
whether  he  was  deceased  by  that  time,  whether  it  was  an  oversight,  or  whether  he 
was  so  far  removed  from  the  rest  of  the  heirs  that  his  name  was  omitted. 

Abraham  Pouder  left  Maryland  and  the  only  information  as  to  his  possible  where¬ 
abouts  is  contained  in  an  old  letter  written  by  Samuel  J.  Pouder  of  Ohio  (son  of 
John  and  Elizabeth  Khiselley  Pouder)  in  1847.  It  says,  "I  have  not  seen  any  of  my 
relations  from  Maryland  since  Uncle  David  was  here.  Abram  was  here  some  years  ago 
but  I  have  not  heard  of  him  since.  I  think  he  went  to  Illinois.  "Uncle  David"  was 
David  Everly  of  Maryland  with  whom  John  Pouder  (father  of  Samuel  J. )  made  a  trip 
from  Ohio  to  Maryland  in  1835,  the  two  men  being  half-brothers.  This  information 
is  contained  in  an  old  letter  written  by  John  from  Westminster,  Maryland,  Dec.  29, 
1835,  to  his  children  in  Ohio.  John  began  by  saying,  "This  will  infoim  you  that 
your  Uncle  David  and  myself  arrived  at  his  house  in  good  health."  "Abram"  of  the 
1847  letter  could  be  none  other  than  Samuel  J.’s  uncle,  Abraham  Pouder. 


This  compiler  w rote  to  the  Probate  Court  in  three  counties  in  Illinois — Pike, 
Brown  and  Fulton — but  could  find  no  record  of  the  estate  of  Abraham  or  his  wife. 
Pike  and  Brown  were  chosen  because  some  of  the  descendants  of  John  Pouder  of  Ohio 
later  settled  there  and  Fulton  because  David  Everly,  in  his  v/ill  in  1857,  bequeath¬ 
ed  160  acres  of  land  in  Fulton  Co.,  Illinois  to  a  granddaughter. 

Correspondence  with  the  Adjutant  General,  Washington,  D.C.  and  with  the  State 
Archivist,  Annapolis,  Maryland,  show  that  Abraham  Pouder  (Powder,  Puder,  Puter, 
Pewder,  Peuder,  Pooder,  Poetter)  is  not  on  the  list  of  Maryland  soldiers  in  the 
War  of  1812  so  there  was  no  chance  to  trace  him  that  way.

IX.  DAVID  EVERLY,  son  of  John  and  Margaret  (Bohn-pronounced  Boon)  Poude r- Ev¬ 
er  ly,  b.  Sept.  26,  1781  d.  Feb.  2,  1866  aged  84  yrs.  4  mos.  7  days;  m.  abt  1807  to 
Elizabeth  Rinehart  (dau.  of  George  and  Magdalena  (Baughman)  Rinehart),  b.  Nov.  10, 
1789  (computed)  d.  Oct.  18,  1871  aged  81  yrs.  11  mos.  8  days — taken  from  their 
tombstones  in  Kreider  Cemetery  near  Westminster,  Maryland.  Three  of  their  children 
that'  died  during  an  epidemic  in  August  1820  lie  with  them.  David’s  grave  is  about 
20  feet  from  the  grove  of  his  mother. 

The  Rinehart  family  (first  Rheinhardt)  is  a  very  old  one  in  Maryland,  Ulrich 
(1704-87)  and  his  brother  Valentine  having  come  early,  Ulrich  in  1733.  Ulrich  m. 
Barbara  Sauer  and  Valentine  m.  Barbara  Snaufer.  George  Rinehart,  father  of  Eliza¬ 
beth  d.  in  1800  and  is  buried  in  Sherman  Cemetery  along  the  Baltimore  and  Hanover 
Pike,  while  wife  Magdalena  is  buried  in  Kreider  Cemetery,  but  has  no  tombstone. 
Their  wills  are  on  file  in  Adams  or  York  Co.,  Pa.  and  name  5  ch.

The  Eberle,  Eberly,  Epperly,  Everly  name  is  also  an  early  one  in  Maryland. 
Adam,  Leonard  and  Michael  Everly  were  on  the  Muster  Roll,  French  and  Indian  War, 
1757.  (Md.  Hist.  Mag.,  Vol.  9,  pp.  260  and  348).  Jacob  Epperly  and  Jacob  Epperly 
Junr.  and  George  and  John  Everly  are  in  the  1790  U.S.  Census  of  Frederick  County, 
but  their  relationship  to  one  another  is  unknown.  John,  father  of  David,  was  on 
the  Committee  of  Observation  in  Frederick  County  during  the  Rev.  War  (Md.  Hist. 

Mag.  Vol.  11 — 1916),  which  entitles  his  descendants  to  membership  in  the  S.A.R. 
and  D.A.R.  John  patented  92  acres  of  land  called,  "The  Bad  Wife"  in  1775.  He  was 
a  witness  to  the  will  of  Leonard  Powder  Sr.  (1st  husband  of  his  wife)  in  1776  and 
when  the  children  became  of  age  acquired  of  them  the  land  left  to  them  by  their 
father.  John  died  intestate  in  1802  and  Henry  Peters  was  appointed  administrator 
of  his  estate. 

The  certificate  of  baptism  of  Dewald  (David )Eberly  when  he  was  3  months  old 
(original  in  German  in  possession  of  A.  L.  Buchen,  Hanover,  Pa.,  a  descendant  of 
David’s  sister  Margaret),  though  given  in  the  account  of  David’s  mother  on  a  pre¬ 
vious  page,  will  be  repeated  here, 

"To  these  two  married  people  namely  Johannes  (John)  Eberle,  and  his  wedded 
wife  Margretha  (one  bom  Bohne)  is  bom  a  son  named  Dewald  Eberle  and  he  is  to  the 
world  bom,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  Jesus  1781,  the  26th  day  of  September  at  5  o’ 
clock  in  the  evening  in  the  sign  of  the  Ram,  and  because  all  people  are  conceived 
and  bom  in  sin  according  to  the  teaching  of  Christ,  all  children  shall  be  brought 
to  Jesus  like  (as)  the  Evangelist  Mark  described  in  the  10th  chapter,  verse  15, 
etc.,  as  it  is  written,  "Verily  I  say  unto  you,  whoever  shall  not  receive  the  King¬ 
dom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein,"  through  this  Holy  Chris¬ 
tening  is  received  into  the  Covenant  of  Grace  of  God  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Nicodemus  this 
26th  day  of  December,  1781  and  named  as  shown  above. 

Dewald  Eberly  is  born  and  christened  in  America,  State  of  Maryland,  County  of 
Frederick  in  Peifericlchundert . ”  ( Pe if o rick  Hundred) 

The  witnesses  to  the  Christening  are  mentioned  as  being  the  parents. 
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Sine©  the  foregoing  was  written,  data  has  been  received  showing  that  the  will 
of  George  Rinehart,  father  of  Elizabeth  Everly,  is  on  file  at  Frederick,  Md.  and 
the  will  of  his  wife ,  Magdalena  (Baughman)  Rinehart,  who  d.  1840/1,  is  at  Westmin¬ 
ster.  Their  son  George  Peter  Rinehart,  1787-1845,  was  a  captain  in  the  War  of  1812. 

David  Everly  served  in  the  War  of  1812  in  Capt.  William  Murray’s  Company  of 
Infantry,  36th  Regiment  (Jos3op’s)  Maryland  Militia.  On  the  record  his  residence 
is  given  as  Baltimore  County.  David  made  a  trip  to  Hamilton  Co.,  Ohio  in  1835  to  j 
visit  his  half-brother,  John  Pouder,  who  moved  to  Ohio  in  1817.  John  returned  home 
with  him  to  visit  his  Maryland  relatives,  as  shown  by  a  letter  which  John  wrote  in 
Westminster  on  Dec.  29,  1835  to  his  children  in  Ohio.  It  began,  "This  will  inform 
you  that  your  Uncle  David  and  myself  arrived  at  his  house  in  good  health,  etc." 

The  will  of  David  Everly,  made  Apr.  9,  1857  and  filed  at  Westminster  in  1866 
(Will  Book  3,  page  403),  names  wife  Elizabeth,  sons — George  and  Joseph;  daughters — 
Susanna  (wife  of  Josiah  Crowl)  and  Margaret  Ellen  (wife  of  Granville  Woodrow).  He 
bequeathed  160  acres  of  land  in  Fulton  Co.,  Ill.  (S.E.  Sec.  15)  to  Rebecca  Ann 
Everly,  minor  daughter  of  his  deceased  son  Levi.  One  wonders  how  David  came  to  own 
land  in  Illinois  at  that  early  date. 

The  will  of  Elizabeth  (Rinehart)  Everly,  made  Sept.  30,  1871  and  filed  Oct.  23, 
1871  (Will  Book  4,  pp.  142/3),  mentions  land  that  was  devised  to  her  by  her  mother.

X.  MARGARET  EVERLY,  daughter  of  John  and  Margaret  (Bohn,  pronounced  Boon)  Pou- 
der- Everly,  was  probably  bom  about  1783  on  the  "Spinning  Wheel"  farm  near  Westmin¬ 
ster,  Maryland;  was  married  by  Rev.  Hynch,  license  at  Baltimore  Aug.  25,  1800,  to 
ULRICH  ZURBUCHEN  bom  May  22,  1773  (Zion  Luth.  Ch.  Rec.  of  Manchester,  Md.),  son  of  1 
Heinrich  and  Anna  (Eckler)  Zurbuchen  of  near  Hampstead,  Carroll  (then  Baltimore) 

Co.,  Maryland.  There  is  no  infomation  at  present  as  to  the  date  of  death  of  either 
Ulrich  or  Margaret,  or  whether  they  were  interred  in  a  burial  plot  on  the  Zurbuchen 
faun,  or  in  a  country  graveyard.  Margaret’s  half-sister — Rachel  (Pouder)  Deal- 
Hooker  (1771-1860)  who  lived  2  miles  south  of  Hampstead — is  buried  in  St.  Paul’s 
Lutheran  Churchyard  at  Arcadia,  six  miles  from  Hampstead.  It  has  graves  over  225 
years  old.  Margaret’s  mother  and  brother,  David  Everly,  are  buried  in  Kreider's 
Cemetery  near  Westminster,  also  her  father,  John  Everly,  tho  his  grave  seems  to  be 
lost. 

Heindrich  or  Henrich  (Henry)  Zurbuchen,  father  of  Ulrich,  arrived  in  Philadel¬ 
phia  on  the  ship  "Neptune"  October  4,  1752  (Strassburger  &  Hinke’s,  "Pennsylvania 
German  Pioneers").  It  is  probable  that  he  come  from  Switzerland,  at  least  it  is 
known  that  others  of  the  name  who  came  later  were  from  Habkem  and  Interlaken, 
Switzerland.  He  was  naturalized  with  a  large  group  at  Annapolis,  Maryland,  April 
14,  1762,  having  lived  for  7  years  in  one  of  the  colonies  of  His  Majesty,  King 
George  the  Second,  without  being  absent  therefrom  for  longer  than  two  months  at  any 
one  time,  and  having  had  the  Sacrament  administered  April  4,  1762  by  Jacob  Lischy, 
V.D.M. ,  Minister  in  York  Co.,  Pennsylvania.  (Provincial  Court  Judgments  D.D.  2, 
folios  87  and  88).  His  name  on  the  record  is  Henrich.

Henry  settled  just  west  of  Hampstead,  then  in  Baltimore,  since  1837  in  Carroll 
Co.,  Maryland,  where  6  tracts  of  land  were  patented  to  him,  the  first  in  1758,  six 
years  after  his  arrival  in  America.  It  appears  that  he  was  a  man  of  some  means  and 
a  thrifty  fanner  who  added  to  his  holdings  from  time  to  time  until  he  possessed  sev-  i 
eral  hundred  acres  of  land.  The  following  land  patents  show  the  various  ways  in 
which  his  name  was  spelled  by  the  English  clerks  who  did  not  understand  a  foreign 
language  so  spelled  by  sound.

(In  1769  he  sold  108j  acres  of  "Bite  the  Biter"  to  Philip  Diehl-Deal). 

The  1790  U.S.  Census  of  Maryland  does  not  have  any  of  the  Zurbuchen  name.  A 
Henry  Buher  is  listed  in  Baltimore  County  (1-1-2) — himself,  1  male  under  16  and  2 
females  in  his  household.  So  far  no  Zurbuchen  wills  have  been  located,  but  there 
are  Buchen  and  Bucher  wills  at  Westminster.  The  name  was  changed  by  some  to  Buchen, 
using  Z  as  a  middle  initial,  and  sane  may  have  changed  it  to  Bucher.  It  is  found 
in  court  records  as  Zulbooker,  Tulbooker,  Booken,  etc. ,  so  their  wills  may  be  under 
any  spelling.  Henry  was  living  in  1806  when  he  patented  land.  His  wife  probably 
died  before  1801  when  he  alone  was  sponsor  at  the  baptism  of  their  grandson  Henry, 
son  of  Ulrich.  Henry  Zurbuchen  married  Anna  Eckler,  probably  a  daughter  of  Ulrich 
and  Juliana  Eckler.  The  records  of  Zion  Lutheran  Church  give  the  names  of  4  child¬ 
ren  and  there  may  have  been  others.  They  were — 
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bapt.  May  29,  1763,  son  of  Henrich  and  Anna,  died  young, 
dau.  of  Henrich  and  Anna — nee  Eckler — born  Feb.  8,  1765, 
sponsors  Joh.  Guttinger  and  Margaret  Iiintenstrofl-in. 
son  of  Heinrich  and  Anna  was  bom  Sept.  6,  1767,  spon¬ 
sors  Ulrich  Eckler  and  Juliana. 

son  of  Henrich  and  Anna,  bom  May  22,  1773,  sponsors 
Jacob  Fouble  and  Julianna. 

Nothing  is  known  about  Marie  or  Heinrich,  though  these  church  records  give 
the  birth  of  a  daughter  Susanna,  Feb.  19,  1793,  to  Heinrich  and  wife  Elizabeth 
(sponsors  Jacob  Lehman  and  wife  Anna  Maria),  so  Susanna  was  probably  a  child  of 
Heinrich  Jr.  and  a  granddaughter  of  Heinrich  Sr. 

Ulrich  and  Margaret  (Bverly)  Zurbuchen  lived  about  a  mile  west  of  Hampstead, 
Maryland,  and  Ulrich  owned  considerable  land,  mostly  inherited.  In  a  court  record 
at  Frederick  in  1802,  in  the  estate  of  her  father,  Margaret  is  called,  Margaret 
Booken.  In  another  record  in  the  same  estate,  her  husband  is  called  Ullerick  Zul- 
booker.  In  a  court  record  in  Staunton,  Virginia,  which  gives  a  list  of  the  heirs 
of  her  uncle,  Abraham  Bohn-Boon,  she  is  given  as  the  wife  of  Ullerick  Bucknell.  On 
their  marriage  license  at  Baltimore,  his  name  is  Tulbooker.  The  births  of  the  first 
two  children  of  their  son  Henry  are  in  the  Zion  Luth.  Ch.  Rec.  and  his  name  is  given 
as  Henry  Bucher,  however  he  and  his  children  adopted  the  name  of  Buchen,  all  using 
MZM  as  a  middle  initial.

In  1802  Jacob  and  Andrew  Powder  each  sold  their  1/8  part  to  John  Everly

My  journey  was  agreeable 
and  pleasant  &  expenses  we re  about  Thirteen  Dollars  as  yet.  1  also  expect  to 
go  to  Pensylvania  before  l  return  if  spared  to  do  so,  &  that  from  accounts  here¬

"Your  Uncle  David”  was  John’s  half-brother,  David  Everly,  who  had  been  on  a  visit 
to  chio  (see  letter  of  Samuel  J.  Pouder  dated  1847)  and  they  made  the  trip  back 
to  Maryland  together.

I  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving  your  favour  dated  August  12th,  which 
I  take  the  earliest  opportunity  of  answering,  by  the  Bearer,  Jacob  Pouder,  who 
has  spent  some  time  with  me  and  I  expect  him  to  hand  you  this  letter  and  give  you 
more  full  information  respecting  me  and  my  concerns.  1  see  by  your  letter  that 
you  have  got  to  be  a  miller,  and  are  still  living  without  a  wife.  I  should  think 
that  you  are  now  of  age  sufficient  to  keep  some  of  the  old  maids  from  complaining, 
and  1  can  scarcely  comprehend  why  you  have  not  been  induced  by  some  of  the  fair 
dames  of  Franklin  County  to  change  your  mode  of  living  and  accustom  your  ear  to 
the  melodious  accents  of  a  beautiful  wife  and  prattling  children,  but  perhaps  by 
this  time  you  may  be  married  and  1  shall  say  no  more  on  the  subject  till  I  hear 
from  you  again.

I  think  you  have  some  fondness  for  literature 
as  well  as  myself,  and  if  you  have  as  much  fondness  as  X  have  you  would  sooner 
spend  one  or  two  Hundred  dollars  in  that  way  than  in  any  other.  I  have,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  time  I  have  spent  in  that  way,  settled  myself  on  a  farm  and  apply 

myself  to  the  business  of  it  and  instead  of  reading  or  applying  myself  as  for¬ 
merly  to  the  sciences,  I  have  now  to  manage  my  business  so  as  best  to  maintain  my 
wife  and  one  little  daughter  now  almost  ten  months  old,  but  I  still  feel  myself 
as  well  contented  with  my  fortune  as  I  did  before  I  was  married  and  perhaps  bet¬ 
ter,  as  1  now  enjoy  myself  best  at  home,  but  when  1  was  a  young  man  as  you  are 
I  could  not  confine  myself  to  any  place,  for  any  length  of  time.

I  have  not  had  any  news  from  ray  relatives  in  and  about  Baltimore  for 
so  long  a  time  I  do  not  know  whether  they  are  dead  or  alive.  I  have  had  an  anx¬ 
ious  desire  for  a  long  time  to  visit  Maryland  to  see  all  ray  relatives  and  have 
long  talks  with  them.  I  remember  very  v/ell  almost  everything  that  transpired  in 
my  youth.  I  think  I  could  trace  out  the  streets  that  I  used  to  run  in.  And  I  re 
member  of  being  at  my  old  grandmother’s  near  Westminster  and  gathering  may  apples 
in  company  with  my  father  and  putting  them  on  the  bench  in  the  old  porch,  but 
•those  days  are  gone  by  never  to  return,  and  I  am  going  fast  toward  old  age  and 
have  a  family  of  my  own.  Perhaps  it  would  be  some  satisfaction  to  you  and  to  all 
my  father's  relatives  to  know  something  about  what  has  become  of  his  posterity. 


My  mother  died  in  the  year  1854.  My  father  died  in  the  year  1837.  I 
live  on  the  farm  my  father  owned,  ten  miles  from  Cincinnati,  on  the  Blue  Rock  Road. 

I  have  six  children,  four  girls  and  two  boys.  My  father’s  children  are  eight  in 
number  living. 

Joseph,  my  brother,  lives  on  a  farm  adjoining  mine.  He  has  seven  childrer 
Margaret,  my  sister,  lives  in  Missouri  and  has  seven  children. 

Andrew,  my  brother,  lives  in  Illinois,  and  has  one  child. 

Leonard  lives  three  miles  from  me,  and  has  two  children. 

Mary  and  Harriet  live  in  Cincinnati.  Mary  has  _ _ children  and  Harriet  one 

Lemuel,  the  youngest  son,  not  yet  married. 


There  is  two  Andrew  Pouders  in  the  western  country,  my  brother  in  Illi¬ 
nois  and  my  brother  Leonard’s  oldest  son.  My  brothers  and  sisters  are  all  doing 

well . 

I  have  not  seen  any  of  my  relations  from  Maryland  since  Uncle  David 
was  here.  Abram  was  here  some  years  ago,  but  I  have  not  heard  from  him  since.  I 
think  he  went  to  Illinois.  I  would  be  glad  to  see  you  all;  write  to  me  as  soon  as 
you  can.  Direct  your  letters  to  Cincinnati.  I  go  there  often  to  market.  The 
western  country  is  a  place  where  no  man  need  starve  if  he  will  be  industrious. 

There  is  plenty  for  everybody  to  do  for  v/hich  he  can  get  a  reward.  I  would  indeed 
be  glad  to  see  some  of  you  o$rt  here,  but  I  suppose  you  have  almost  forgotten  us. 

I  thought  I  would  stir  up  your  pure  minds  by  way  of  remembrance  and  give  you  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  our  existence  out  here,  young  a3  I  was  when  I  left  Baltimore.  I  still  re¬ 
member  many  of  the  relatives  and  old  acquaintances  there.  I  remember  old  Uncle  Hen¬ 
ry  Peters  and  many  times  wonder  if  he  is  still  alive.  I  have  not  heard  who  of  my 
aunts  and  uncles  are  alive  and  who  are  dead.  Uncle  Jacob  must  be  pretty  old  if  he 
is  still  alive,  for  Father  was  about  71  when  he  died. 

I  do  think  that  if  my  circumstances  get  so  that  I  can  pay  you  all  a 
visit  I  will  do  so,  if  the  Lord  permit,  it  takes  but  a  short  time  to  go  and  come 
from  Baltimore  now.  My  family  and  myself  enjoy  good  health,  may  this  find  you  all 
enjoying  the  same,  and  if  we  should  never  meet  here  on  earth,  Oh  may  v/e  meet  with 
Father  and  Mother  and  all  our  friends  in  another  and  better  world  where  partings 
shall  ho  more  be.

Your  lottcr  of  25  Sept.  1847  to  Uncle  Andrew  was  received  and  as  ho 
is  getting  old  and  full  of  cares,  I  will  endeavor  to  answer  it  as  satisfactorily 
as  possible.  Uncle  Jacob  died  about  6  years  ago,  he  had  got  very  old,  his  heirs 
are  Jacob  Powde r  Jr.  who  is  married  and  has  two  children  who  are  both  married. 
'Uncle  Andrew' 3  family  are  himself,  wife  two  daughters  and  one  son  and  can  hardly 
tell  you  how  many  Grand  children.  My  father  Your  Uncle  Leonard  I  suupose  you 
know  died  in  1833.  My  sister  Polly  Foss  and  myself  are  all  that  there  are  alive 
of  the  first  Wife's  children,  but  there  are  two  by  father’s  second  Wife  alive. 

My  step  mother  is  dead  having  died  about  two  years  ago.  My  brother  George  who 
was  married  Three  times  has  left  four  children,  his  widow  resides  in  New  York, 
his  son  George  is  carrying  on  the  Cabinet  Making  business  in  Baltimore  but  is  not 
married  as  yet — he  is  about  32  years  of  age,  a  Step  brother  and  sister  of  George 
live  in  N.Y.  and  a  Step  Sister  in  Baltimore  who  is  married.  My  sister  Polly’s 
Children  are  Three  Sons,  Two  of  whom  are  married  and  the  other  Single.  She  has 
also  a  daughter  who  is  now  a  Widow,  having  one  daughter  Grown  up.  I  believe  that 
I  have  now  as  far  as  My. Memory  Serves  given  you  a  Slight  account  of  the  greatest 
part  of  the  family  connexions  and  will  now  give  you  and  account  of  my  humble  Self. 

I  was  as^erhaps  you  know  brought  up  to  the  dry  goods  business,  but  I  quit  that 
in  1837  and  moved  up  to  this  place,  which  father  gave  to  my  Brother  George  and 
myself  and  have  been  faming  ever  since  1842,  until  the  last  Spring,  When  I  Sold 
the  Farm  to  a  Cousin  of  yours  and  Well  as  Mine,  Abraham  Shaffer  is  his  name,  he 
lives  about  six  miles  from  here.

I  am  now  going  in  my  47th  year  and  have  been  trying  to  make  out  whether  you 
or  I  are  the  oldest.  Myself  and  Wife  will  be  happy  to  hear  from  you  as  Soon  as 
you  possibly  can  make  it  convenient,  and  would  remark  for  your  Information  in  di¬ 
recting  a  letter  to  me,  that  freon  this  until  about  1st  April  Next,  you  can  direct 
to  mo  at  Westminster,  After  that  time  to  Baltimore,  where  I  expect  to  move  to. 
Should  you  conclude  to  come  on  and  pay  U3  a  visit  I  in  the  name  of  all  your  Cousins 
and  Uncle  promise  a  hearty  Welcome  to  you.  Shall  now  conclude  by  hoping  that  this 
will  find  you  and  all  of  your  family  and  connexions  in  good  health  and  prosperity. 

My  recollection  of  you  and  your  sister  Margaret t  was  very  good,  but 
your  other  brothers  and  sisters  names  had  escaped  my  Memory,  but  that  cannot  seem 
Strange  as  it  is  I  judge  40  years  or  nearly  so  since  your  family  left  Baltimore. 
Although  you  have  never  seen  my  Wife  She  desires  to  be  remembered  Kindly  to  you 
all.

Imprimis  I  also  give  and  bequeath  to  my  said  son  Nicholas  ten  acres  of  land 
part  of  a  Tract  of  Land  called  Shear  Spring  adjoining  to  the  aforesaid  Tract  of 
Land  called  No  Whiskey  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever  and  no  more  of  my  Estate. 

I  also  give  and  bequeath  to  my  Son  Jacob  my  Dwelling  Plantation  with  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  acres  of  land  he  paying  to  my  Son  Abraham  fifty  pounds 
Current  Money  at  the  end  of  two  years  after  he  enters  on  said  Land  to  him  and 
his  Heirs  forever. 

Imprimis  I  also  order  that  my  personal  Estate  shall  be  equally  divided  be¬ 
tween  my  two  Sons  viz  John  and  Adam  and  my  four  Daughters  viz  Margret,  Mary, 
Kathrine  and  Elizabeth. 

Imprimis  I  also  order  and  Will  that  my  well  beloved  Wife  Mary  shall  keep 
entire  possession  of  Dwelling  Plantation,  untill  my  youngest  Son  is  of  age. 

Imprimis  I  do  also  nominate  and  appoint  Joest  Runkle  and  Daniel  Zacharias 
Executors  of  this  Will  and  Testament  hereby  revoking  all  former  Will  or  Wills 
by  me  heretofore  made. 

In  Witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  Seal  this  first  Day  of 
November  seventeen  hundred  and  sixty-one.

(  Dr.  John  Calvin  Wright  went  to  considerable  trouble  and  expense  to  examine  the 
original  Will  in  the  Register  of  Wills’  office  in  Frederick,  Maryland,  and  had 
a  photostat  made  of  it.  Itwas  signed  in  German  as  Johann  Diel  Bohn,  but  was 
copied  in  the  Will  Book  as  Han  Deall  Bone,  the  name  used  in  the  body  of  the  Will 
by  the  person  who  wrote  it  for  Johann,  omitting  an  ”o”  in  Bone.  Descendants  who 
still  use  the  German  spelling  "Bohn"  pronounce  it  "Boon.”).

Abraham  devised  in  his  will,  made  March  7,  1825  and  filed  at  the  April 
term  of  court  in  1827,  that  the  proceeds  of  his  estate  should  go  to  the  child¬ 
ren  of  his  two  brothers,  Jacob  and  John  (D.B.  60-439).  As  a  result  of  action 
begun  by  Michael  Sullivan,  it  was  divided  by  the  court  in  1834  to  include  other 
nieces  and  nephews  of  Abraham.

It  is  evident  that  Adam  Bohn,  youngest  son  of  Johann  Diel  Bohne,  according 
to  his  will,  was  deceased,  or  did  not  enter  into  the  suit. 

Questioned  as  to  the  name  Pouder,  Bessie  Burnett  of  the  Clerk’s  Office  said 
the  first  letter  could  be  S  or  L,  but  is  very  similar  to  P  in  other  places  in 
the  script.  The  third  letter  could  be  u  or  n  and  could  easily  be  mistaken  by 
anyone  not  familiar  with  the  penmanship  of  that  day.  In  fact,  it  is  often  guess 
work. 

Michael  Sullivan  was  asked  to  give  the  names  of  the  heir3  living  in  Mary¬ 
land,  according  to  his  old  letter,  and  it  is  probable  that  Henry  Hoss  gave  the 
names  of  those  living  in  Tennessee.
